Constance Carter, ‘65, Speaks 


The annual School of Library Science 
Alumni Association Luncheon was well 
attended on Saturday, May 5, in the Old 
Well Room of the Carolina Inn. Con- 
stance Carter, a 1965 graduate of the 
UNC Library School who has been head 
of the Science and Technology Reference 
Section at the Library of Congress since 
1971, was guest speaker. She has gleaned 
expertise as Research Assistant at the 
New York Zoological Society, Special As- 
sistant in Geology and Cataloger at the 
Museum of Comparative Zoology, Botani- 
cal Consultant to Ms. Johnson’s State 
China Committee, and LC’s Representa- 
tive to the Committee on Scientific and 
Technical Information Task Force on the 
Dissemination of Information. In 1969 
and again in 1972 she received Outstand- 
ing Performance Ratings at LC. 

Ms. Carter spoke on ‘Service to an In- 
finite Public’’ and her adventures 
throughout her distinguished career seem 
to have been as infinite as her public. 
When asked why she became a librarian 
she once related her desire to save the 
scientist from the non-zoological librar- 
ians after seeing a book on titmice cata- 
loged under mammals. She also told of 
being flown by private jet to the New Jer- 
sey estate of a wealthy library patron to 
catalog his private collection, and then 
being met at the airport by a chauffer-dri- 
ver Car. 

At some other time she was to begin a 
collection of all the state flowers for 
“Lady Bird’’ Johnson. In an effort to 
make a good first impression she told Ms. 
Johnson that the state flower of Alaska 
was the Blue Bell, which didn’t go over 
too well since the Blue Bell is the Texas 
state flower! And then there was the time 
a group of librarians touring the Library 
of Congress saw a cataloger poring over 
half-a-dozen reference books trying to de-

FROM THE DEAN’S OFFICE 


Spring has been an exceptionally busy 
time for the School’s faculty as notes 
elsewhere indicate. In addition to teach- 
ing, researching, consulting and associa- 
tional activities, the faculty has given ap- 
proval to two major documents: Guide- 
lines for Tenures and Promotions and the 
Report of the Curriculum Revision Com- 
mittee. A copy of the latter is available to 
all alumni and may be obtained by writ- 
ing to the School. We shall appreciate any 
comments the alumni care to make on 
our curriculum proposals. 

Concluding our spring term were two 
important events: the annual dinner 
meeting of the Epsilon Chapter of Beta 
Phi Mu on May 4 and the annual alumni 
luncheon on May 5. Alumnus Bill Powell 
gave an entertaining and informative talk 
on the UNC North Carolina Collection 
for the Beta Phi Mu banquet and Presi- 
dent David Jensen announced at the same 
time the establishment of the School's 
first award: the Epsilon Chapter Award 
for the outstanding scholastic achieve- 
ment in 1972, which was given to Dr. 
John Yelverton, Chief Bibliographer of 
Georgia State University and a May, 
1972, graduate.

Constance Carter laughingly referred to 
her speech at the alumni luncheon. All 
who were fortunate enough to attend 
agreed that Ms. Carter’s Washington must

of her teachers had predicted. Alumna 
Mary Edna Anders, originally scheduled 
to address the alumni, reports that her 
broken arm is on the mend and that she 
hopes to be with us on a subsequent oc- 
casion. 

Late spring also brought the news that 
job announcements may very well give a 
false picture of the job market for librar- 
ians. Such announcements seem more 
plentiful this year than last year, but 
prospective graduates are finding it more 
difficult to secure suitable positions. 
Whether or not the summer will change 
the outlook we do not know, but it dis- 
turbs the faculty that placement is once 
again a problem. 

Meanwhile, applications for admission 
continue to come in at a record rate. Asa 
result, the School deferred consideration 
of all applications which arrived after 
April 1 until we could determine with 
greater accuracy the probable enrollment 
for the fall. With the job market tighten- 
ing consideration may well have to be giv- 
en to a reduction in the enrollment quo- 
ta, currently set at 150 students in the 
master’s program. 

In closing, | want to thank Norma 
Royal for her dedicated service as Presi- 
dent of the Alumni Association and to 
welcome Gary Barefoot as her successor.

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ALUMNI AID GENEALOGY SEEKERS 


Judith Sutton, ‘70, and Lois Smathers 
Neal, ‘39, are more than a chronological 
generation apart, but the Assistant Librar- 
ian and the Librarian, Genealogy Section, 
North Carolina State Library, say the gen- 
eration gap disappears in their shared 
interest in clients who struggle to connect 
generations in their family lines. 

People of all ages and social stations 
come to search. From Clay to Craven, or 
from California, Texas or Wisconsin, they 
come to the east coast to trace their be- 
ginnings in the colonial settlements. Some 
stay for days and weeks that can stretch 
into a month or more. Most are motivat- 
ed not by a desire for status or the wish 
to join a patriotic society but by the need 
to know the answers to such basic ques- 
tions as, “Who am I? Where were my 
forebears? What brought them to that 
place? When? Why? How? 

Ms. Neal and Ms. Sutton see this need 
to know as a phenomenon of the mobile, 
restless, affluent, fragmented 20th cen- 
tury; and they understand why genealogy 
is claimed to be the third most popular 
hobby in the nation. It combines the 
magnetic, time-destroying, pull of a good 
detective story or a 2,000 piece jig-saw 
puzzle and the contagion of the common 
cold (sans sniffle) with true research. And 
genealogy is a real subject field with a 
literature and bibliography as broad and 
deep as history itself. Its practice requires 
the professional knowledge and sharply- 
honed reference skills of the librarian, the 
persistence of the student, a Sherlock 
Holmes nose, and a pleasure in people 
who often plan their trips, schedule their 
time and budget their money to do re- 
search. 

Questions, often by letter, range as far 
as immigration and emigration patterns. 
One query alone may involve the use of 
the Pennsylvania Archives, the 1830 Ten- 
nessee census and the 1850 census of Cal- 
ifornia; so it is fortunate that all available 
Population Schedules for twenty-three 
eastern states are held by the Library, and 
more will soon be ordered. 

The Genealogy Section is located at 
109 East Jones Street in Raleigh and is 
now open on Saturdays. Ms. Neal and Ms. 
Sutton welcome your questions and will 
gladly help you.

HICKEY AWARDED 
DOUBLE HONORS 


Doralyn Hickey, Associate Professor 
of Library Science, has been awarded the 
Margaret Mann Citation in Cataloging and 
Classification of the American Library 
Association and has been elected Presi- 
dent of ALA’s Resources and Technical 
Services Division. 

Presentation of the Margaret Mann Ci- 
tation was made in Las Vegas at the 
ALA annual summer conference. Dr. 
Hickey is the second professor from the 
University of North Carolina to win it. 
Dr. Susan Grey Akers, Dean Emeritus, 
won the citation in 1956. In receiving this 
honor Dr. Hickey joins a group of distin- 
guished librarians in the field of catalog- 
ing and classification who have received 
the award since its establishment in 1951. 

The Margaret Mann Citation is award- 
ed annually for outstanding professional 
achievement in cataloging or classifica- 
tion, either through publication of signifi- 
cant professional literature, participation 
in professional cataloging associations, or 
valuable contributions to practice in indi- 
vidual libraries. 

The citation awarded to Dr. Hickey 
reads: 

“The Margaret Mann Citation in Cata- 
loging and Classification is awarded in 
1973 to Doralyn J. Hickey for her many 
outstanding contributions in all aspects of 
the field. Her practical experience in cata- 
loging, her many association activities, 
her ability as a consultant, her numerous, 
always penetrating, publications, all com- 
bine to produce a dynamic and perceptive 
teacher in a difficult and most demanding 
part of our profession. By her enthusias- 
tic teaching, Dr. Hickey has encouraged 
many of her students to become effective 
in the field of cataloging and classifica- 
tion, so that they, too, may make their 
own contributions.” 

These and other accomplishments also 
well qualify Dr. Hickey to serve as Presi- 
dent of the Resources and Technical Ser- 
vices Division of ALA. She has been 
managing editor of Library Resources and 
Technical Services, served as a library 
consultant and visiting professor to several 
universities, and authored a number of 
articles and book reviews. Her book, 
PROBLEMS IN ORGANIZING LIBRA- 
RY COLLECTIONS, was published by the 
Bowker Company last year. 

Active in many professional associa- 
tions, she has also served extensively on 
ALA committees. She is currently Chair- 
person of the Accreditation Committee, 
and has been Vice Chairperson of the

Receives UNC Alumni Award 


Page Ackerman, University Librarian 
at UCLA and 1940 graduate of the 
School of Library Science, received a 
Distinguished Alumni Award at UNC's 
annual convocation ceremonies on Uni- 
versity Day, October 12. One of the 
foremost academic librarians in the 
nation, Ms. Ackerman has long been 
noted for her work in the personnel 
sections of the California Library Associa- 
tion and the American Library Associa- 
tion. She began work at the UCLA 
Library as a Reference Librarian 24 years 
ago; and she has been Assistant Librarian, 
1954—65, Associate Librarian, 1965—73, 
and since July, 1973, University Librari- 
an. As Associate Librarian she was res- 
ponsible for the major and successful 
reorganization of the administrative and 
staff structure there. 

In all these capacities she has been a 
leader in the introduction of behavioral 
management practices at UCLA, whose 
present Library Administrative Network 
has been cited as ‘unique among Ameri- 
can university libraries in approach and 
design.” 

University Day marks the anniversary 
of the day in 1793 when the cornerstone 
of its first building, Old East, was laid. 
Beginning in 1971, the university has 
used this occasion to honor five distin- 
guished alumni in a variety of areas, and 
Ms. Ackerman is the first graduate of the 
Library School to be so honored. (Also 
receiving distinguished alumni awards 
that day were dramatist Paul Green, 
former bandleader Kay Kyser, UCLA 
English professor H. Thomas Swenenberg, 
Jr., and Senator Sam Ervin!) 


Delivers Public Lecture 


On the day before University Day, Ms. 
Ackerman delivered an afternoon public 
lecture in the Library School’s Manning 
Hall. After a brief introduction by Dean 
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Page Ackerman, UCLA's University Librarian and one of UNC’s Distinguished Alumni, 
(center) chats with Dean Holley (right) and Lucille Kelling Henderson (left). 


Holley, she spoke on ‘The Library Ad- 
ministrative Network at UCLA.” 

The system at the UCLA Library has 
been described as ‘‘definitely non-hierar- 
chical in structure, and [it] seems to have 
assured maximum participation by a very 
large number of staff members over a 
considerable period of time;” and Ms. 
Ackerman outlined how it is set up and 


how it works. 
She began by explaining that the 


UCLA Library’s administrative network is 
a communications network. Spread over 
11 buildings, supported by a 6—7 million 
dollar operating budget, and involving 
900 staff members, the Library’s sheer 
magnitude necessitates a formalized struc- 
ture for communication. Its administra- 
tion centralizes fiscal control, overall 
planning and policy formation; while the

Ackerman said that one had to be “‘an 
irrational optimist’ to be a library admin- 
istrator these days. We rejoice in her 
assuming the University Librarian’s posi- 
ticn at UCLA, at her being awarded a 
Distinquished Alumna Award, and that 
she continues to represent those qualities 
of competence and humanity which make 
her one of the country’s outstanding 
academic librarians. While on the campus 
Ms. Ackerman met with the students in 
an informal “‘brown bag’’ luncheon and 
gave a public lecture on the UCLA 
Administrative Network.

To find work/study jobs, fellow- 
ships, scholarship aid, etc., for students, 
especially in the face of cutbacks in 
federal aid for such programs, is increas- 
ingly difficult. Our principal source of 
student support continues to be the 
University Library Assistantships, but we 
do have a few fellowships from the 
Graduate School and two endowed schol- 
arships: the Carnegie Service Scholarships 
and the Susan Grey Akers Scholarship. 
One area in which the alumni could be 
helpful would be an increase in the 
principal of the Susan Grey Akers Schol- 
arship Fund. The Akers Fund, established 
by the alumni on the occasion of Dr. 
Akers’ retirement from the deanship, now 
totals about $10,000, the income from 
which is used to support a scholarship 
each year. We really need to increase that 
endowment to a minimum of $25,000 as 
soon as possible. Currently, the School 
has about 1,600 employed alumni. If 
each alumnus would contribute $10, the 
fund would quickly reach this new goal. 
Obviously not all alumni can afford to 
contribute, while some can afford to 
contribute more than the suggested 
amount. In any case, | call this avenue of 
service to your attention in the hope that 
many of you will want to assist us in 
increasing the Akers Fund.

control of the technical services are re- 
gionalized, and public services are highly 
decentralized. The 26 unit heads are 
directly responsible to Ms. Ackerman and 
have a great deal of individual autonomy 
within the bounds of general administra- 
tive policy and fiscal control. 

Ms. Ackerman described the Library 
Advisory Council as the key to UCLA’s 
communication system. It is made up of 
the following parts: (a) the administra- 
tion is represented by the University 
Librarian and her five assistant and associ- 
ate librarians; (b) the 26 unit managers 
are divided into five random groups each 
year, and the chairperson of each group 
represents them on the Advisory Council; 
(c) four Staff Resource Committees focus 
on task problems in the areas of Public 
Services, Technical Services, Collection 
Development, and Personnel. Each com- 
mittee is composed of 8 rotating mem- 
bers selected by their colleagues, and the 
chairpeople of the four committees repre- 
sent their coworkers on the Library Ad- 
visory Council; (d) finally, the Library 
Association (all professional staff mem- 
bers) and the Staff Association (all pro- 
fessional and nonprofessional staff mem- 
bers) each send a representative to the 
Council. 

Another part of the communications 
network discussed by Ms. Ackerman is a 
Network Operations Committee which 
acts as a “monitoring device.’’ It inter- 
views members of the Library Advisory 
Council and the Staff Resources Council 
when their terms end, to find out what 
they really thought about the council's 
usefulness. This committee can make its 
own recommendations of things to be 
done, and it can also monitor the action 
of a Staff Resources Committee or the 
administration. It can go to either, for 
example, and say, ‘You made a recom- 
mendation 6 months ago, yet we see no 
action on it. What happened?”’ 

The Library Advisory Council meets 
once every two weeks; the unit managers’ 
random groups and the staff resource 
committees also meet frequently. Though 
Ms. Ackerman estimates the combined 
time spent in meetings is equivalent to 
one full-time staff person, she feels it is 
worthwhile. 

Feedback, she says, is extremely impor- 
tant; action must be taken on every 
recommendation. If the recommendation 
is accepted the people who made it must be 
given credit. And if a recommendation is 
not adopted an explanation must be given 
for that also. 

In conclusion Ms. Ackerman detailed 
three characteristics of the UCLA Li- 
brary; (1) rapid growth — the collection 
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has grown from 700,000 volumes in 1948 
to over three million in 1973, (2) a 
continuity in point of view — since 1944 
there have been three head librarians, and 
at each change, the associate librarian 
succeeded the head, and (3) the mainte- 
nance of an image as a successful library. 

Dean Holley, who introduced Ms. 
Ackerman, mentioned that her appoint- 
ment as University Librarian has been 
hailed as a triumph for women’s libera- 
tion, and added, ‘I’m inclined to think 
that her accession to the University Li- 
brarianship has more to do with her 
professional competence, her dedication 
to UCLA, and her hard work in intro- 
ducing newer management patterns for 
the UCLA staff.”” 


Is Honored at Dinner 


The Executive Board of the School's 
Alumni Association sponsored a dinner 
for Ms. Ackerman that evening at the 
Carolina Inn. Introducing her, Dean 
Holley said ‘“‘We always hope, in a demo- 
cratic society, that those who achieve 
major roles are not merely bureaucrats or 
technocrats but individuals of broad 
vision, noble aims and humane qualities 
as well as superior expertise.’” As he went 
on to explain, Page Ackerman’s colleagues 
testify that this is very true of her, 
“that among the many traits which 
stand out in her repertoire is her willing- 
ness to make their problems her own.” 

She has served as a consultant to 
several university libraries, and is current- 
ly a member of the American Library 
Association’s Council and its Committee 
on Organization. Professionally active, she 
is also associated with the AMA, AAUP, 
ACRL, CLA, and Phi Beta Kappa. Her 
writings reflect an interest in library 
education, administration and the woman 
professional. 

Ms. Ackerman concurrently holds the 
title of Professor of Library Service at the 
UCLA School of Library Service. She will 
be teaching a course in personnel adminis- 
tration this spring.

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KENAN PROFESSOR APPOINTED ANNUAL LUNCHEON PLANNED 


Lester Asheim Named 


The University of North Carolina 
Board of Governors has approved the 
appointment of Dr. Lester Eugene 
Asheim as William Rand Kenan, Jr., Pro- 
fessor of Library Science at The Univer- 
sity of North Carolina at Chapel Hill, 
effective January 1, 1975. 

Dr. Asheim, currently Professor of 
Library Science at the University of 
Chicago, has had a long and distinguished 
career in librarianship. A native of Seat- 
tle, Washington, he earned A.B. and M.A. 
degrees in American Literature and a P.A. 
in Librarianship at the University of 
Washington before securing his Ph.D. in 
library science at the University of 
Chicago in 1949. His doctoral dissertation 
was a comparative analysis of the content 
of selected novels and movies based upon 
them, and was indicative of his broad 
interests in the field of reading and the 
media. Subsequently he extended his 
interests to include censorship, the effect 
of reading upon people, public libraries, 
international librarianship, and library 
education. 

Professor Asheim served as Dean of 
the Graduate School at the University of 
Chicago from 1952 to 1962, when he 
became Director of the International 
Relations Office of the American Library 
Association. As the issue of future direc- 
tions for personnel development in li- 
braries came to the fore in the sixties, he 
became Director of the American Library 
Association’s Office for Library Educa- 
tion, 1966 — 71, which resulted in his 
landmark statement on library man- 
power. His effectiveness in the deanship 
at Chicago, his international stature as a 
result of his work with the International 
Relations Office, and his authorship of 
the ALA’s Library Manpower statement 
all indicate the breadth of his contribu- 
tion to librarianship.

ALUMNI IN PRINT 


William S. Powell, ‘47, former Curator 
of Wilson Library’s N.C. Collection and 
now Professor in the UNC-CH History 
Department, has published, with Dr. Hugh 
T. Lefler, a book entitled COLONIAL 
NORTH CAROLINA: A HISTORY 
(Scribner, 1973). 
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In 1971 Dr. Asheim returned to the 
University of Chicago’s Graduate Library 
School where he is Managing Editor of 
Library Quarterly, the major scholarly 
journal in librarianship. He continues to 
lecture before many professional library 
associations and on many university cam- 
puses. 

Numerous honors and awards have 
come to Professor Asheim, the most 
recent being the Beta Phi Mu Award for 
Distinguished Service to Education for 
Librarianship, which states that “seldom 
has one individual had such dynamic and 
far-reaching influence in the library pro- 
fession.”’ In 1966 the School of Librarian- 
ship at the University of Washington 
named him Distinguished Alumnus, and 
that same year the IIlinois Library Associ- 
ation gave him its Intellectual Freedom 
Award. He was invited to give the Phineas 
L. Windsor Lectures in Librarianship at the 
University of Illinois. These lectures 


were subsequently published as LIBRAR- 
IANSHIP IN THE DEVELOPING COUN- 
TRIES, which was presented the ALA 
Scarecrow Press Award for the out- 
standing contribution to library literature 
in 1968. 

Dean Edward G. Holley noted that 
“At this period in the development of the 
School of Library Science, the appoint- 
ment of Lester Asheim as William Rand 
Kenan, Jr., Professor of Library Science 
brings to the Southeast a scholar and pro- 
fessional whose counsel will be especially 
helpful. The faculty is undertaking a 
major revision of the curriculum, an area 
in which Dr. Asheim has unusual back- 
ground and experience. In addition, his 
experience in international librarianship, 
his interest in the area of communica- 
tions, and his work with interdisciplinary 
programs at Chicago can contribute to an

RUTGERS PROF LECTURES 


Lora D. Garrison, Assistant Professor of 
American History at Livingston College, 
Rutgers University, delivered a public lec- 
ture entitled ‘The Feminization of Librar- 
ianship,”” in Manning Hall on February 20. 
She began by explaining that by 1910, 
when 78%% of U.S. Library workers were 
women, only teaching surpassed librarian- 
ship as the most feminized “‘profession,”’ 
for several reasons: (a) the field was grow- 
ing fast and needed low-paid but educated 
recruits, (b) male librarians weren’t op- 
posed to women library workers because 
many library jobs were available and be- 
cause both men and women agreed that 
library work matched presumed feminine 
limitations and stereotypes, (c) other na- 
tional developments such as the advance of 
women’s education and the increase of 
women workers meant that “‘very prob- 
ably, women would have flocked into any 
new field into which their entry was not 
opposed,” and (d) women were notorious- 
ly underpaid so that “‘the limited opportu- 
nities open to educated women for paid 
employment served to bring larger num- 
bers of competent women than competent 
men into low-paid library jobs... .” 


Women Limited 


The potential of women was considered 
limited: they did not demand as much 
salary, they were generally acknowledged 
to be hampered by their ‘‘delicate phys- 
ique”’ and their “inability to endure con- 
tinued mental strain,” and they were 
thought to lack business capacity and the 
will to discharge executive power. This 
feeling of limited women’s potential was 
probably justified then, since most women 
then accepted the current ideal which 
taught them that their success in life would 
be judged by their marriages, not by their

actual work. They also realized that socie- 
ty would discourage them from any dis- 
plays of ‘‘male aggressiveness.” ““Of course, 
some talented and energetic woman librar- 
ians did realize their ambitions to a con- 
siderable degree, primarily because these 
ambitions were exceedingly modest and 
did not threaten the prevailing notion of 
woman’s place.”’ And, Dr. Garrison contin- 
ued, even “if some librarians did not sub- 
scribe to the concept of woman’s sphere, 
with all its connotations, they had to ap- 
pear to do so in order not to offend the 
many who did.” 

She went on to explain that the reason 
Librarianship had failed to attain the status 
of a profession was that it had so many 
women in it. Since women were considered 
innately unprofessional, a ““woman- 
dominated profession was obviously a con- 
tradiction in terms.” Yet Librarians, in 
their literature, have “strangely shunted’ 
this major problem. Only sociologist Peter 
Rossi, in 1961, stated that ‘‘women de- 
press the status of an occupation because 
theirs is a depressed status in the society as 
a whole, and those occupations in which 
women are found in large numbers are not 
seen as seriously competing with other pro- 
fessions for personnel and resources.” 

Dr. Garrison then discussed three com- 
ponents that make an occupation “‘profes- 
sional,’” (1) service orientation, (2) know- 
ledge base, and (3) degree of autonomy — 
as applied to nineteenth century librarian- 
ship in general and as they relate to the 
feminization of the field. For the first, 
Librarianship was definitely concerned 
with the client’s needs and with service to 
the community; but, because of the femi- 
nization of library work, a sense of com-

Work in the Cincinnati community by 
Ms. McGregor has included being a mem- 
ber of her church’s governing board of 
elders due to her great interest in the 
church school and serving on the board 
and various committees of the neigh- 
boring Memorial Community Center 
which provides, among other things, day 
care for children of working and welfare 
parents. Last July when an official Com- 
munity Coordinated Child Care office 
was established in Cincinnati, she was also 
asked to serve as a member of that board.

mittment, a drive to lead, and a conception 
of professional rights and responsibilities 
were all lacking in the librarian’s profes- 
sional service code. The reason was that the 
culture defined woman's normal responsi- 
bility and sphere as the home, so “profes- 
sional, life-long committment to the 
field... ."’ in any woman would have re- 
quired what was considered atypical value 
orientation. 

The second component of a “‘profes- 
sion,’ the body of knowledge, has always 
been nebulous and hard to define for libra- 
rianship; and a basic fact affecting nine- 
teenth century library education was that 
most library school students were women- 
people who, like the rest of the society, 
believed that scholarly preparations or am- 
bitions were inappropriate for women, 
that life-long vocational committment was 
unnecessary for them since their role was 
to marry and stay home, and that adminis- 
trative controls, low autonomy and subor- 
dination to clerical, routine tasks were ac- 
ceptable and expected in the light of femi- 
nine sex roles. 

Melvil Dewey, Dr. Garrison continued, 
also influenced the ‘place’ of women in 
librarianship. On the one hand, he hired 
women, admitted them to the first library 
schools established, and respected their in- 
tellect. 

“Yet on the other hand, beneath 
Dewey’s role as champion of women lies a 
grating note of paternalism. He did not call 
on women to assert themselves but instead 
set himself up as their valiant spokesman. 
Dewey, with a progressive (as well as ero- 
tic) affinity for women was obviously de- 
flected by his sexist attitudes from his pro- 
gressive design for astrong, highly intellec- 
tual new profession.’” When the ALA 
thought that graduates of the new library 
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school would probably want administra- 
tive positions, Dewey quickly corrected 
them, explaining that “the plans all con- 
template special facilities and inducements 
for cataloguers and assistants who do not 
expect or desire the first place.”’ 

The degree of autonomy is a third com- 
ponent which makes a job “‘professional,’”’ 
and Prof. Garrison said that “’in librarian- 
ship, as in teaching and social work, the 
dominance of women made more likely 
the development of an authoritative ad- 
ministrative structure with astress on rules 
and generally established principles to con- 
trol the activities of employees... ’’since 
compliance to sex roles caused women to 
assume low levels of autonomy. ‘Because 
sexist attitudes still prevail in this society, 
this basic situation has undergone little 
change since the nineteenth century, 
... until the librarian deals with the com 
plications of feminization — with its varied 
inhibitory effects on intellectual excel- 
lence and leadership — progress toward 
professionalization will be limited. So long 
as sexist attitudes essentially govern the 
society, the basic situation which support- 
ed the service ideal and knowledge base of 
the nineteenth-century librarian seems un- 
likely to change.” 

Professor Garrison has done substantial 
research in the area of intellectual and cul- 
tural history. Her doctoral dissertation was 
entitled, ‘‘Cultural Missionaries: A Study 
of American Public Library Leaders, 1896 
— 1910." She has published articles on 
“The Public Librarian and Horatio Alger,”’ 
and “‘The Tender Technicians: The Femi- 
nization of Public Librarianship, 1876 — 
1905” (the latter published in the Journal 
of Social History, Winter, 1972 — 1973, 
pp. 131 — 159 from which quotes in this 
article were taken.) She is currently work- 
ing on amonograph on Melvil Dewey. 
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ALUMNI ASSOC EXEC BOARD 
RECOMMENDS 
BY-LAWS CHANGES 


At the February 1 meeting of the 
Alumni Association’s Executive Board, 
two changes in the association’s By-Laws 
were discussed and recommended. The 
By-Laws state changes suggested must be 
made public to the membership and then 
voted on by the members at the next 
meeting. This article is to inform you of 
two changes on which votes will be taken 
at the annual luncheon/meeting on April 
20. 

First, the Board accepted the recom- 
mendation of the Life Membership Com- 
mittee, which is to change paragraph five 
of the By-Laws to read as follows: 

5. The annual dues shall be three 
dollars payable to the association at or 
before the annual meeting. Life member- 
ships are fifty dollars, payable all at once 
or in three annual installments of twenty, 
fifteen and fifteen dollars. All payments 
for life memberships shall be placed in an 
interest-bearing account, the interest 
from which shall be used for the general 
operating expenses of the Association. 

Second, the Board, noting that at 
present the constitution allows non- 
members to run for office, suggests that 
the constitution be revised to read candi- 
dates to office must be members of the 
Alumni Association.

GRANT ANNOUNCED 


The School of Library Science of 
the University of North Carolina at 
Chapel Hill has received a $33,200 grant 
from the U.S. Office of Education for 
the training of five students from min- 
ority groups in its master’s program in 
library science. Each student selected 
for this program will receive a stipend 
of $3,000 for twelve months plus a 
dependency allowance. 

This award, under Title II-B of the 
Higher Education Act of 1965, is de-

According 
to Dean Edward G. Holley, financial 
support is one of the critical elements 
in attracting additional students from 
minority groups into librarianship. The 
U.S. Office of Education awarded 171 
master’s fellowships this year, of which 
sixteen came to North Carolina, five to 
Chapel Hill, six to UNC at Greensboro 
and five to North Carolina Central Un- 
iversity.

Dr. Doralyn J. Hickey, Associate 
Professor of Library Science at the Un- 
iversity of North Carolina at Chapel 
Hill, has been named Director and Pro- 
fessor at the University of Wisconsin - 
Milwaukee. 

Dr. Hickey will assume her new 
duties at the end of the summer. She 
succeeds Dr. Frank Schick, who re- 
signed in 1971. In the interim the 
School has been served by two Acting 
Directors and has completed a study of 
of its future role and scope. Dr. Hickey 
will be responsible for carrying out the 
plans of the administration to strength- 
en the School and prepare it for ALA 
accreditation. 

A faculty member at the University 
of North Carolina since 1962, Dr. Hick- 
ey received her bachelor’s degree at 
Rice University, her master’s at Rut- 
gers, and her Ph. D. from Duke. She 
has long been active in professional 
library association activities. She is 
currently a member of the American 
Library Association’s Committee on 
Accreditation, President of the ALA 
Resources and Technical Services Divi- 
sion, and has been a sought after speak- 
er at numerous conferences. 

In announcing Miss Hickey’s resig- 
nation, Dean Edward G. Holley said: 
“Doralyn Hickey has consistently been 
one of our most stimulating teachers. 
She is interested in her students and at 
the same time has held up the highest 
standards for them. Because of her 
work with professional library associa- 
tions, she has been able to bring to the 
classroom a fine combination of theory 
and practice. In addition she has 
chaired the School’s Curriculum Revi- 


sion Committee which has just com- 
pleted its work and whose recommen- 
dations will be implemented in the fall, 
1974. We are grateful for the many 
contributions Dr. Hickey has made to 
the School of Library Science at Chapel 
Hill, but we know that library educa- 
tion will continue to benefit through 
her dedication and commitment to her 
new and challenging position in Mil- 
waukee.”” 


GAMBEE ON LEAVE 


The Board of Trustees recently 
approved a leave of absence for Dr. 
Budd L. Gambee, Professor of Library 
Science, from September 1, 1974, to 
July 1, 1975, to accept a Fulbright- 
Hays Award. Professor Gambee will 
lecture and consult in library science 
in Iran where he will be a member of 
the Faculty of Education, Tehran Un- 
iversity. 

Dr. Gambee has been a faculty mem- 
ber at the School of Library Science 
of the University of North Carolina at 
Chapel Hill since 1964 and was pro- 
moted to Professor in 1972. He has 
previously taught at Ball State Univer- 
sity, the State University of New York 
at Albany, and the University of Mich- 
igan, as well as held library positions 
in public and academic libraries. His 
expertise in the field of audio visual 
materials has led to a number of pub- 
lications.and consultantships. Dr. Gam- 
bee has also been noted for his research 
in library history in which field he has 
published a number of articles. In 
1952-53 he also held a position as Ful- 
bright Lecturer at the American Col- 
lege for Girls in Cairo.

IN THE NEWS 
AT ALA 


Four notable librarians associated 
with’ the school of Library Science of 
the University of North Carolina at 
Chapel Hill were honored at the closing 
session of the American Library Asso- 
ciation Conference in New York City 
on July 12, 1974. 

Dr. Edward G. Holley, Dean, was 
inaugurated as the ninety-first president 
of the 31,000 member organization of 
librarians, library trustees, and friends 
of libraries. His address, “Looking For- 
ward to 1976”, emphasized the ap- 
proaching centennial of the ALA and 
the contributions of librarianship to 
American society. Earlier North Caro- 
lina presidents of the American Library 
Association are Dr. Louis Round Wilson 
(1935-36), first Director of the School, 
and Dr. Benjamin E. Powell (1959-60), 
Librarian of Duke University. 

Receiving recognition as the incom- 
ing president of the Resources and 
Technical Services Division was Dr. 
Doralyn J. Hickey, Associate Professor 
of Library Science, and a faculty mem- 
ber since 1962. The Resources and 
Technical Services Division is one of the 
largest units of ALA with more than 
9,600 members. Last year at ALA Dr. 
Hickey received the Margaret Mann ci- 
tation for distinguished contributions 
to the teaching of cataloging and classi- 
fication. Dr. Hickey’s most recent 
book, Problems in Organizing Library 
Collections, was published by Bowker 
int972. 

Also honored in New York was Dr. 
Jerrold Orne, Professor of Library 
Science, who received the Joseph W. 
Lippincott Award for “distinguished 
service to the profession of librarian- 
ship,such service to include outstanding 
participation in the activities of pro- 
fessional associations, notably publish- 
ed professional writing.’ Dr. Orne 
was previously awarded the American 
Society of Information Science’s Award 
of Merit in 1971, and the ALA Melvil 
Dewey Medal in 1972. 

Dr. Robert B. Downs, former facul- 
ty member and University Librarian 
(1932-38) was awarded the Melvil 
Dewey Medal for “recent creative pro- 
fessional achievement of a high order.” 
Dr. Downs, Dean of Library Adminis- 
tration Emeritus of the University of 
Illinois, was also president of the Amer- 
ican Library Association in 1952-53, 
and received the Joseph W. Lippincott 
Award in 1964.

SCHOOL WILL 
WORK WITH EPA 


Improvement in library and infor- 
mation services in the field of environ- 
ment is the objective of a contract 
between UNC Chapel Hill and EPA, as 
announced by Dr. Edward G. Holley, 
dean of UNC’s School of Library 
Science. Beginning in May, 1975, the 
School of Library Science at the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina will assign up 
to ten graduate student assistants to 
work in the library of the Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency in the Research 
Triangle under direction of a member 
of the University Faculty. 


Immediate purpose of the program 
is better organization of the EPA’s li- 
brary collections and services in support 
of EPA’s National Environmental Re- 
search Center, Office of Quality Plan- 
ning and Standards, and Office of Ad- 
ministration. The library is intended to 
serve the information needs of scien- 
tists, engineers and government admin- 
istrators of EPA. 

Both EPA and the University view 
the contract as providing a training 
program for librarians and information 
officers in the rapidly growing and in- 
creasingly complex field of environ- 
mental research. In addition to work 
assignments at EPA, each of the student 
assistants will participate in a graduate 
seminar on special library services and 
administration as a formal part of the 
professional curriculum. 

Dean Holley will serve as the Uni- 
versity’s director and contract officer 
for the project. Directing the students 
in both their work assignments in the 
EPA library and in the graduate seminar 
is visiting professor Herman H. Henkle, 
formerly executive director of the John 
Crerar Library in Chicago. He will con- 
duct the program in close consultation 
with EPA officers, especially Dr. Bur- 
ton Levy, director Office of Adminis- 
tration in Durham; Mr. Stanton Coerr, 
director Information Services Division; 
and Mrs. Elizabeth Smith, Chief, Tech- 
nical Information Branch. 

The first four students assigned to 
the project are Mrs. Coyla McCullough, 
formerly research assistant at Woods 
Hole Oceanographic Institute on Cape 
Cod and now living in Raleigh, N. C.; 
Mr. William D. Barrows of Chapel Hill 
formerly of Danbury, Conn., Mr. Daniel 
R. Cooley of Port Clinton, Ohio; and 
Mr. W. Davenport Robertson of Hick- 
ory iN-C:

OUTSTANDING 
ALUMNA 


Miss Charlesanna Fox of Asheboro 
was honored by her alma mater, the 
University of North Carolina at Greens- 
boro, during commencement activities 
May 11 with an Alumni Service Award. 
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The Alumni Service Awards were 
established by the University to recog- 
nize alumni who have made significant 
contributions to “the liberal arts ideal” 
by serving others. 

Miss Fox, along with Mrs. Paul L.

A member of the class of 1930, Miss 
Fox was recognized for her exceptional 
contribution to the Randolph County 
Library System which developed under 
her direction from a one-room facility 
to acomplex of modern, well-equipped 
libraries in five towns. :

DEAN HOLLEY AT THE FINAL HANGING 


Two years ago, on University Day, 
the School of Library Science Alumni 
Association presented us with the por- 
traits of our first three administrators: 
Louis Round Wilson, Susan Grey Akers, 
and Lucile Kelling Henderson. At that 
time I suggested that we had met to 
honor the contributions of our prede- 
cessors and that all of us could take 
pride in the fact that Carolina’s first 
three leaders were recognized regionally 
and nationally for their dedication to 
the library profession and for their 
scholarship. Their combined period of 
service spanned a total of almost thirty 
years, from 1931 to 1960. We are esp- 
cially grateful to the Alumni Associa- 
tion for honoring Deans Wilson, Akers, 
and Henderson in 1972. 

Today, in completing the “hanging 
of the deans,” to use Gloria Watterson’s 
phrase, we honor five individuals who 
were their successors. Perhaps it is 
symptomatic of the times in which we 
live that three of the five were acting 
deans, and each for more than a year, 
and that their combined period of ser- 
vice to the School represents only a 
short fourteen years. Nonetheless, each 
made his or her mark upon the School 
and we are here to celebrate those 
achievements. 

Under Carlyle J. Frarey, who joined 
the faculty in 1954 and became Acting 
Dean in 1960, the curriculum was com- 
pletely revised in 1963 after more than 
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two years of study and planning, and 
discussion of Manning Hall as future 
site for the School began. Mr- Frarey 
resigned his position in August, 1964, 
to go to Columbia as Senior Lecturer 
with the School of Library Service 
there. 

Dean Frarey was succeeded by As- 
sociate Professor Margaret E. Kalp, who 
had been a member of the faculty 
since 1947, and whose aversion to ad- 
ministration is well known to most of 
us. During a period of on-again, off- 
again searches, she held the School on 
a steady course, maintained its high 
standards, and happily stepped down 
in May, 1967. With great reluctance 
she allowed herself to be persuaded to 
become Assistant Dean last winter so 


that the School could remain on an’ 


even keel while the present dean chases 
around the country on numerous 
errands for the American Library As- 
sociation. 

Walter A. Sedelow, Jr., Associate 
Professor of Sociology and Information 
Science, succeeded Miss Kalp in June, 
1967, and introduced a number of new 
changes in the curriculum, including 
the introduction of program language 
into the basic course, and other facets 
of information science into several 
courses. His three-year term as dean 
coincided with the U. S. Office of Ed- 
ucation Title IJ-B Fellowships, more 
federal support for research programs, 
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and the remodeling of Manning Hall as 
new quarters for the School. 

Dean Sedelow resigned in June, 
1970, to join the faculty of the Univer- 
sity of Kansas, and Dr. Ray Carpenter, 
Associate Professor of Library Science, 
was named Acting Dean. Like some 
of the former acting deans, he served 
longer in that capacity than he had 
anticipated before returning to full-time 
teaching duties in January, 1972, when 
the present dean, Edward G. Holley, 
assumed his duties. 

In looking back over a period of a 
dozen years when the School was served 
by acting deans and short-term deans, 
one can only be impressed that so much 
good work continued to be done and 
that the School continued to produce 
superior librarians. I take this as a tri- 
bute not only to those individuals who 
very unselfishly served as temporary 
leaders but also to the basic strength of 
the faculty and the student body. In 
an age of uncertainty, when adminis- 
trative talent seems more necessary yet 
less appreciated than ever, we can be 
grateful for administrators of the School 
who have maintained its distinction 
both regionally and nationally. On 
their behalf, and on my own, I expsess 
our thanks to the Alumni Association 
for this recognition and this splendid 
gift of their portraits to the school. 
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U.N.C. INVADES RICHMOND! 


Alumni Association President 
Margaret Knoerr and ALA President 
Dean Edward G. Holley greeted some 
150 library school students, faculty and 
alumni who gathered together for an 
eight a.m. breakfast in the Hotel Jeffer- 
son in Richmond on October 18, 1974 
during the course of the Southeastern 
Library Association (SELA) conference. 

Dean Holley spoke to the group outlin- 
ing the progress of the Library School 
and its programs during the two years 
following the last biennial conference of 
SELA. He emphasised the need for alum- 
ni support of the Akers Scholarship 
Fund, particularly in the light of rising 
costs and student needs. The Dean 
reported that the alumni responded to 
appeals for this fund during the past year 
(1973-1974) with contributions of over 
$1,100. He pointed out that the endow- 
ment provides a stipend of only $800 for 
the school year, an amount that barely 
covers tuition. It was also indicated that 
the School of Library Science has a 
quota of 150 students, admitting only 
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one student for every two who apply. In 
the school year 1974-1975, fifty-eight of 
the students are receiving some form of 


financial aid, including University 
Library Assistantships, grants through 
the Environmental Protection Agency, 
and the U.S. Office of Education. 

The faculty members in attendance 
(and we wondered who was minding the 
store!) were introduced, and Dean 
Holley indicated some of the 
achievements and contributions of each. 
He spoke also of the new curriculum with 
its aim “to introduce all our students to 
the total range of faculty competence 
and expertise in their beginning twelve 
hours of their professional degree.” (Ad- 
ditional description of the “Block” 
appears elsewhere in this issue.) 

Dean Holley concluded his remarks by 
thanking the alumni for coming to the 
breakfast and for continuing support 
and encouragement. 

As President of ALA, Dean Holley was 
also the keynote speaker at the first 
general session of the conference. His 
topic was “The South and the Future of 
the American Library Profession.”

ALUMNUS NAMED 
DISTINGUISHED PROFESSOR 


Dr. Herman H. Fussler (B.A., 1936) has 
been named Martin A. Ryerson Dis- 
tinguished Service Professor at the Un- 
iversity of Chicago Graduate Library 
School. Dr. Fussler has been a Professor 
of Library Science at Chicago since 
1948. He is an alumnus of the University 
of Chicago, where he first joined the 
Library in 1936 as head of its department 
of photographic reproduction. He 
became an Instructor in the Graduate 
Library School in 1942 and was named 
Professor in 1948. He has served as 
Director of the University Libraries for 
more than twenty years, and served as 
Acting Dean of the Library School from 
1961 to 1963. Dr. Fussler’s distinguished 
Career includes: membership on the 
Board of Directors of the Association of 
Research Libraries; appointment by 
President Johnson to the National Ad- 
visory Commission on Libraries; and 
receipt of the Melvil Dewey Medal of the 
American Library Association.

Approximately 150 alumni gathered in 
the Jefferson Hotel in Richmond, 
Virginia, at the Southeastern Library 
Association conference for our Carolina 
breakfast. This was a good opportunity 
for us to get together and | was personal- 
ly gratified to see so many alumni from 
the various classes, including the most 
recent graduates as well as those who 
remember their courses with Deans 
Akers and Henderson about whom so 
many of you asked. Carolina has a 
dedicated and loyal group of alumni. 

As | indicated in my remarks at the 
breakfast, we are making progress on 
many fronts in Chapel Hill, in revising the 
Curriculum, in recruiting new faculty, 
and in developing financial support for 
our students. Under the chairmanship of 
Dr. Haynes McMullen, the Coordinating 
Committee for the Block has moved 
ahead with this new twelve-hour in- 
troductory basis for our master’s degree 
program.

Other alumni have 
indicated their intention to help us in- 
crease this Fund to $25,000 within the 
next few years and | assure you that 
whatever assistance you can provide will 
be most welcome. This is our major 
alumni effort and we are pleased that so 
many of you have participated over the 
years. As | noted earlier, a contribution 
of $10 from each alumnus would enable 
us to reach our goal quickly. 


During the year of my ALA presidency 
| expect to see many of you at a variety of 
library association conferences. It was a 
pleasure to see so many at SELA as well 
as at the state association meetings this 
year. | look forward to seeing others in 
the new year and at the San Francisco 
conference.

REVISED LIBRARY SCHOOL 
CURRICULUM 


The school year 1974-1975 saw the 
implementation of curriculum revision 
which has been the subject of a two-year 
study by a committee of the faculty, 
students and alumni. Under this 
program the degree requirement is 
reduced from 39 to 36 semester hours. 
New students who enter with a master’s 
degree in another field will have this 
requirement reduced to 30 semester 
hours. The five core courses which were 
formerly required, each representing 
five areas of librarianship, have been 
replaced by a “block” or integrated and 
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correlated work amounting to 12 
semester hours of credit. The block is 
being taught by all members of the 
faculty jointly, each teaching in his/her 
particular field of specialization. Beyond 
the block (required of all students), all 
additional courses (24 semester hours) 
are electives. 


Summarized the new program re- 
quirements are: 


1. A minimum of 24 semester hours in 
library science at the master’s level. 

2. Completion of the 12-semester hour 
block as a prerequisite to advanced 
courses (part-time students may 
take the block in two 6-semester 
hour segments). 

3. Advanced elective courses in library 
science or another (related) dis- 
cipline, to complete 36 hours (or 30 
when holding an outside master’s). 

4. Demonstration of a_ reading 
knowledge of one foreign language. 

5. Completion of a research project 
and presentation of an acceptable 
report on it. 

6. Successful completion of a com- 
prehensive examination.

REMARKS TO SCHOOL OF LIBRARY 
SCIENCE 
ALUMNI ASSOCIATION

Today, for the fourth time, | greet you 
as the Dean of your School. Again | 
repeat what | have often said: that the 
School of Library Science at the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina at Chapel Hill has 
one of the most loyal and supportive 
alumni groups in our profession. | ex- 
press the appreciation of the current 
students and the faculty for your en- 
couragement during the year.

able to provide our students in financial 
terms has been money well spent, and 
that you can rejoice with us in the part 
you have played in making such 
achievements’ possible. With the 
legislature proposing additional tuition 
increases for the coming year, your 
support will be more important than 
ever, | take courage from the fact that the 
Alumni Association last year contributed 
more than $1,100 to the Susan Grey 
Akers Scholarship Fund, and we shall 
welcome your continued support in 
1975/76. 

What have we been up to since last 
year’s report? That’s a hard question to 
answer, but maybe | can summarize 
1974/75 in the following way: For the 
faculty it was the Year of Curriculum 
Change and the implementation of the 
“Block.” For the students it was another 
Year of Anxiety about the Job Market. 
For the Dean it was the Year of the 
American Library Association Presiden- 
cy. All of these significant events took 
their toll of energies, time, and, oc- 
casionally, tempers. That we survived 


with a minimum of confusion and dis- 
tress | take to be aremarkable sign of the 
respect each group had for the others 
and, also, to the leavening influence of a 
sense of humor. 

Last year we mentioned the culmina- 
tion of a two-year effort on curriculum 
revision by the alumni, students, and 
faculty. The fall semester, 1974, saw the 
implementation of the program as the 
School admitted its first students to the 
twelve-hour introductory “Block,” jointly 
taught by the entire faculty. The “Block,” 
as it has come to be known, embodied 
material from the seven courses we 
formerly required, and was designed to 
introduce all students at one time to that 
basic material every library student 
ought to know. Predictably, it was an 
administrative nightmare. Unpredic- 
tably, the program went rather smoothly 
on the whole, thanks largely to the 
Coordinating Committee headed by 
Professor Haynes McMullen. From the 
lessons learned this year, the new Coor- 
dinating Committee, headed by 
Professor Fred Roper, has already made 
changes for next fall and we expect the 
tightening up to make a much stronger 
Block program for 1975-76. 

Concurrently with the decisions about 
1975-76 was a faculty decision that con- 
tinued a policy implemented two years 
ago: we will continue to admit new 
students only in May and August. The 
faculty also agreed, in the face of 
evidence which may be rather startling 
to the alumni, that all beginning students 
must take the twelve-hour Block during 
their first semester with us. Essentially 
this means that students may not be 
part-time during their first semester, 
though they may be part-time thereafter. 
| mention this lest there be misinforma- 
tion spread about the program. In the fall 
we had fewer than ten part-time students 
in the Block, but, thanks to some tem- 
porary assistantships, and _ strong 
pressure from the dean, we were able to 
encourage about eight more students to 
become part-time. That does not seem to 
us a wise use of the resources of the 
School. Running a part-time Block is a 
very expensive business, as we have 
discovered only too well this year. Ata 
time when we are turning down about 
two students for every one we accept, we 
do not believe that the decision to re- 
quire the twelve-hour Block during one 
semester will either present the majority 
of students who can qualify from enter- 
ing the School nor do we believe that this 
will place unusual burdens on most 
students. Moreover, the faculty believe 
that the educational advanatages far 


outweigh any disadvantages which may 
occur. Thanks to the cooperation of the 
University Librarian, Dr. James Govan, 
the University Library Assistantships 
have been reduced to fifteen hours per 
week which means that a student can 
continue to hold an assistantship and be 
enrolled in the twelve-hour Block. After 
extensive evaluation the faculty and 
students believe that this new program, 
with all its imprefections, represents a 
considerable improvement over the 
earlier program. We will continue to 
work on improvement of the Block as 
well as other courses in the curriculum. 

Student anxiety about the job market 
always rises during the spring and 
summer. There is little that we can do to 
lessen this anxiety, but | can report to 
you that our students continue to find 
jobs and fairly good jobs at that. Jobs do 
not drop into one’s lap, so to speak, as 
they did during the sixties, but they are 
there if one has the diligence to pursue 
them. The students themselves organiz- 
ed a very effective Job Placement 
Seminar in three sessions this spring and 
| think we are all more sensitive to the 
need to see to it that our students are 
placed in positions which not only repre- 
sent a good “Match” between their 
capabilities and the requirements of the 
job, but also provide them with an oppor- 
tunity for continued professional 
development. 


And now | like to turn a pleasant duty 
which the Executive Board of the Alumni 
Association has asked me to perform. 
They have voted to bestow honorary life 
memberships on a number of our 
colleagues who have given long service 
to the School, and asked me to make the 
presentations. 

First, Louis Round Wilson. Library 
education began at Chapel Hill in 1904 in 
the summer session when Wilson, as the 
University Librarian, decided that he 
could combine the education of some of 
his own staff with that of individuals 
needed to staff the emerging city and 
county public libraries in the state. For 
the next two decades this summer 
program, with an occasional course dur- 
ing the regular academic year, operated

at UNC. Then, thanks to Dr. Wilson’s 
efforts, the Carnegie Corporation 
awarded the School $100,000 in 1929 to 
start a library school. Dr. Wilson served 
as the School’s first director, in 1931-32, 
assembled its faculty, and had it well 
under way when he decided to answer 
his second invitation from the University 
of Chicago to become dean of its 
Graduate Library School. The following 
decade was in many ways the golden age 
of library education, thanks largely to 
Dean Wilson’s efforts. After his return to 
Chapel Hill, he taught in the library 
school part-time until 1959. He has con- 
tinued to be supportive of the School’s 
effort and the Alumni Association 
honors him today for his vision and 
dedication in establishing the School of 
Library Science at the UNC at Chapel 
Hill. 

Susan Grey Akers joined the faculty as 
Associate Professor in 1931 from the 
University of Chicago where she was 
working on her doctorate in the 
Graduate Library School which Dean 
Wilson was to head the following year. 
When she was awarded her doctoral 
degree in 1932 she became the fourth 
person and second woman to be award- 
ed a doctorate in library science. She 
had the unenviable task of assuming the 
Acting Directorship during the fledgling 
School’s second year of existence in the 
midst of the depression, when salaries 
were being cut, and when the consolida- 
tion of the library education programs at 
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Greensboro and Chapel Hill were a 
major concern. Miss Akers surmounted 
all these obstacles. The program at 
Greensboro was successfully combined 
with the program at Chapel Hill, the 
School received full accreditation by 
ALA and was admitted to the AALS in 
1934, the state assumed support of the 
School at the end of the Carnegie grant, 
(which by prudent use had been stretch- 
ed to cover six years instead of the 
intended five), and efforts to secure an 
additional $100,000 for endowment from 
the Carnegie Corporation were 
successful in 1940. She headed the 
School for twenty-two years, becoming 
full professor and Acting Director in 
1932, Director in 1935, and Dean in 
January, 1942, the first woman to be so 
honored with this title at Chapel Hill. She 
also was for five years concurrently the 
dean of the School of D.S. at North 
Carolina College for Negroes in 
Durham, now N.C.C.U. Her Simple 
Library Cataloging, first published in 
1927, went through five editions and was 
translated into several foreign 
languages. Miss Akers retired as Dean in 
1954. In 1951 the Alumni Association 
had established the Susan Grey Akers 
Scholarship. Today the Alumni Associa- 
tion is happy to honor her for her 
leadership of the School during its most 
difficult years and for her many con- 
tributions to the School and the library 
profession.

Robert Bingham Downs, Visiting 
William Rand Kenan, Jr., Professor of 
Library Science this spring at Chapel 
Hill, has returned to his native state and 
his alma mater after a distinguished 
career as administrator, scholar, and 
surveyor. 

Librarians are familiar with his many 
contributions to library resources, his 
works on the influence of books on 
history, his writings on faculty status for

librarians, and his leadership in the 
American Library Association. What 
may be less well known is the fact that as 
Assistant Librarian he was_ also 
Associate Professor of Library Science 
and on the first faculty of the School 
where he taught reference and 
bibliography, and subsequently, the 
History of Books and Libraries. Under 
one of these periodic changes which 
occur in university administration he 
was also Director of the University’s 
Division of the Library and Library 
School. He served as a part-time faculty 
member from 1931 to 1938, when he left 
the University of North Carolina to 
become Director of Libraries at New 
York University. The Alumni Association 
welcomes Dean Downs back to Chapel 
Hill and honors him for being one of the 
School’s first faculty members and for 
his numerous contributions to the 
profession of librarianship. 

Lucile Kelling Henderson missed be- 
ing on the School’s first faculty by one 
year. She joined the faculty in 1932 after 
having taught at the Los Angeles Public 
Library School, the University of 
Southern California, Columbia, and New 
York State at Albany. She was responsi- 
ble for the curricular changes of the late 
forties when the School changed from 
the bachelor’s to the master’s degree in 
library science. She also had the dis- 
piriting task of trying to secure ad- 
ditional university funds for the graduate 
program ina time of economic stringen- 
cy. As Miss Akers successor in the 
deanship, Mrs. Henderson (then Miss 
Kelling) was not daunted by the 
problems she faced. She led the faculty 
through its first course-by-course revi- 
sion of the curriculum and made effort to 
upgrade the program. Under her 
leadership the School had students 
selected for the Library of Congress 
internship for three successive years and 
the Epsilon Chapter of Beta Phi Mu, 


library science honorary, was establish- 
ed in 1958. Her final report as dean, in 
1960, reflected her concern that the 
School should receive the support 
necessary to become “one of the great 
schools, a leader in the region, fulfulling 
the dreams of its founder, Dr. Wilson, 
and its two deans, Dr. Akers and Mrs. 
Henderson.” The Alumni Association 
honors her today for her long years of 
service to the School as faculty member 
and dean.

VAUGHAN MEMORIAL 
SCHOLARSHIP 


DAVID L. 


Following the death of Dave Vaughan 
in 1971 Mr. Alva W. Stewart, a classmate 
of his, proposed the establishment of a 
scholarship in Dave’s name. This was 
done through Al’s efforts and the 
scholarship was named the David L. 
Vaughan Memorial Scholarship. A 
modest sum was accumulated in this 
fund and is to be used during the coming 
academic year. The amount was divided 
into two scholarships and these have 
been awarded for 1975-76. 

Dave graduated from the School of 
Library Science in 1959 and received his 
A.B. from Roanoke College, Salem, Va. 
in 1957. When he received his M.S. inL.S. 
degree, he returned to Salem, Va. to 
become a member of the staff of the 
Roanoke County Public Library. In 1961, 
he became Librarian of the Davidson 
County Library, Lexington, N.C. where 
he remained until 1965 when he went to 
Toledo Public Library, Toledo, Ohio as 
Assistant Director. In 1969 he returned to 
North Carolina to become Director of the 
Greensboro Public Library, Greensboro, 
N.C., the position he held at the time of 
his death. 

One of the recipients of the David L. 
Vaughan Memorial Scholarship is Miss 
Hestin Vaughan of Harrisonburg, Va. 
who is a graduate of Randolph-Macon 
Women’s College. She was an honor 
graduate of her high school and achiev- 
ed an excellent scholarship record in 
college. She is a Spanish major and 
hopes to work as a field librarian for 
Wycliffe Bible Translators, Inc., upon 
receipt of her master’s degree in library 
science. 

The other recipient of this scholarship 
is Miss Louisa Justice Benson a native of 
Rutherfordton, N.C. who has just receiv- 
ed her B.A. degree in English from Duke 
University. She has an especially good 
academic record. She has had some 
library experience in the Norris Public 
Library, Rutherfordton, N.C. 


PROCESSOR RAY L. CARPENTER 
REPORTS ON ITALIAN LIBRARIES 


Through the support of a Fulbright 
research grant | was able to spend the 
first six months of 1974 visiting a great 
number of Italian libraries and librarians 
- and enjoying all too brifely the excite- 
ment and beauty of Italy. The experience 
was rich beyond my greatest expec- 
tations and | am delighted to report afew 
highlights about public libraries here. A 
fuller account will appear soon in the 
International Library Review. 

The Italians have recently begun 
developing public libraries on a Regional 
basis, foregoing an earlier plan for a 
centralized national system. Based in 
Florence, | was particularly interested in 
the Tuscan region and the neighboring 
province of Bologna. Florence itself has 
only a token public library (biblioteca 
comunale), but service elsewhere in 
Tuscany is growing slowly but surely 
under the guidance of one of Italy’s great 
librarians, Luigi Crocetti. The new 
provincial consortium of libraries in 
Bologna is probably the most innovative 
and among the best financed in the 
country. Its highest priority is to convert 
its member libraries into cultural 
resource centers, emphasizing lectures, 
films, and discussion groups on many 
matters, including history, the arts, and 
current social issues - all involving a 
large number of people from all walks of 
life in the community. 


The public library in Milan strongly 
resembles the metropolitan type found 
in the U.S. Unlike the library in Florence, 
it enjoys both good financial support and 
usage of its large and fine collections. 
Rome, however, has no public library. It 
does have many “state” libraries - in- 
stutitions supported by the national 
government found throughout Italy. 
However, use of these libraries is almost 
without exception restricted to a special 
clientele - lawyers for the legal collec- 
tions, humanistic scholars for the great 
literary and historical collections, for 
example. The majority of citizens must 
do without. Now that the National 
Library in Rome is open it will probably 
assume again the role of local public 
libarary (as does the National Library in 
Florence for that city). 

In brief, public libarary service is 
generally poor in Italy, especially in the 
South. Library collections, however, are 
enormously rich and varied. Indeed, 
simply storing and processing the great 
numbers of books and manuscripts is so 
demanding financially that it in effect 
constitutes a burden we do not generally 
suffer in the U.S. or in other “new” 


countries. In addition, these enormous 
and valuable collections are not 
systematically organized in ways that 
could reduce technical services costs. 
Further, current materials are purchased 
from local retail bookshops, and local 
cataloging and classification are still the 
rule. Staffing for public service is 
hindered not only by lack of funds, but 
also by lack of educational preparation. 
There is no professional level library of 
information science education program; 
although, this, too, may be remedied in 
the near future. 

In spite of great problems Italian 
librarians are impressively competent 
and knowledgeable. The tradition of 
scholarship is still strong, and nearly all 
are amazingly well-informed (largely 
through U.S. periodicals on 
librarianship) about modern library prin- 
ciples and practices. They can readily 
provide the leadership for much needed 
improvements when the economic and 
political structure provides’ the 
necessary support.

Dr. Robert Newton Broadus has been 
named Professor of Library Science at the 
University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill 
by the Board of Governors. Broadus, most 
recently Professor of Library Science at 
Northern Illinois University, will teach 
courses in the area of selection of library 
materials, development of library collec- 
tions, and academic libraries. He succeeds 
Dr. Jerrold Orne who has retired.

He has just 
completed “The Applications of Citation 
Analysis to Library Collection Building” for 
Advances in Librarianship. 

Broadus received his B.A. degree from 
George Pepperdine College, his B.L.S. de-

gree from the University of Chicago, and a 
Ph.D. from the University of Southern

Beginning his career as a college libra- 
rian at Pepperdine in 1947, Professor 
Broadus served as librarian at David 
Lipscomb College, 1953-55; Associate Pro- 
fessor at Northern Illinois 1955-56, andasa 
Library Specialist with the Sperry Rand 
Corporation in Chicago from 1956-61. He 
has been a faculty member at Northern Il- 
linois University since 1965. He has partici- 
pated actively in library professional as- 
sociations and served as a library building 
consultant. In 1970-71 he served as Trea- 
surer and Board member of the Illinois Li- 
brary Association. 

In announcing Dr. Broadus’s appoint- 
ment, Dean Edward G. Holley noted that he 
had regularly received the highest rankings 
from students at Northern Illinois for his 
teaching ability and that his previous ex- 
perience as a librarian and teacher would 
make Dr. Broadus an excellent replace- 
ment for Dr. Orne.

NORTH CAROLINA CELEBRATE 
LOUIS ROUND WILSON CENTENNIAL 


A unique event in American librarianship 
will take place in Chapel Hill, North 
Carolina, on December 2, 1976, when the 
University of North Carolina celebrates the 
100th birthday of Louis Round Wilson, Lib- 
rarian at UNC from 1901 to 1932, former 
Dean of the School of Library Science at 
Chapel Hill, former Dean of the Graduate 
Library School at the University of Chicago, 
and unofficial but widely-acknowledged 
“Dean of American Libraries.” 

In announcing the Louis Round Wilson 
Centennial Festival, Ferebee Taylor, 
Chancellor of the University at Chapel Hill, 
noted recently:In both significance and 
variety, the contributions of L.R. Wilson are 
remarkable. The University at Chapel Hill 
and the world of books and libraries owe 
him much for his leadership and service. All 
of us look forward to honoring him and to 
celebrating with him his centennial year.” 

Highlighting the Wilson Festival will be 
two symposia, open to the public, spon- 
sored by the University Library and School 
of Library Science, with nationally- 
prominent librarians and library educators 
as speakers and reactors. Exhibits on Wil- 
son's life and career as university librarian, 
library educator, and scholar will be on dis- 
play in the University Library during the Fes- 
tival period. The Festival will culminate on 
the evening of December 2nd with a ban- 
quet honoring L.R. Wilson, sponsored by 
Chancellor Taylor, at which University offi- 
cials and invited guests will pay tribute to 
him. 

Jack Dalton will be the major speaker ata 
symposium on “Library Education in the 
Southeast since World War Il,” beginning at 
9:30 a.m. in the Carolina Inn on the Chapel 
Hill campus. Dalton, Dean Emeritus of the 
School of Library Service, Columbia Uni- 
versity and former Librarian, University of 
Virginia, is currently an adviser to the Roc- 
kefeller Foundation. Reactors to Dean Dal- 
ton’s speech will be Dr. Virginia Lacy Jones, 
Dean, School of Library Science, Atlanta 
University; and UNC alumna Dr. Mary Edna 
Anders, Interim Executive Director, South- 
eastern Library Association, and editor of 
the recently completed Southeastern Library 
Survey. Dr. Anders’ survey is an update of a 
similar survey Libraries of the Southeast, 
completed by Louis Round Wilson and Mar- 
ion Milczewski in 1949. 

Herman Fussler will be the major 
speaker at the symposium on “University 
Libraries and Change,” beginning at 2:00 
p.m. at the Carolina Inn. Fussler is pre- 
sently Martin A. Ryerson Distinguished 
Service Professor at the Graduate Library 


School of the University of Chicago. He was 
Director of th University of Chicago Library 
from 1948 to 1971, is a 1936 graduate from 
Chapel Hill, and is the author of numerous 
articles and books on academic libraries. 
His noted book, Research Libraries and 
Technology, received the American Library 
Association’s Scarecrow Press Award in 
1976 as an “outstanding contribution to lib- 
rary literature.” 

Reacting to Fussler’s paper will be: 
Robert Downs, Librarian Emeritus of the 
University of Illinois, a 1926 graduate from 
Chapel Hill and successor to Wilson as Lib- 
rarian at UNC from 1932 to 1938; Guy Lyle, 
Librarian Emeritus of Emory University and 
author of Administration of the College Lib- 
rary; and Stephen McCarthy, formerly Di- 
rector of Libraries at Cornell University and 
recently Executive Director of the Associa- 
tion of Research Libraries in Washington, 
D.C. Fussler, Downs, Lyle, and McCarthy 
were closely associated with L.R. Wilson at 
various times during their careers, and all 
are recognized as major leaders in the field 
of academic librarianship. 

During the Wilson Centennial Banquet, a 
fine-bound volume of letters to Dr. Wilson 
from librarians and others will be presented 
to him.

DR. ASHEIM RECEIVES AWARD 


Dr. Lester Eugene Asheim, William Rand 
Kenan, Jr., Professor of Library Science, 
received the the American Library Associa- 
tion’s prestigious Joseph W. Lippincott 
Award at the Inaugural Banquet at the ALA 
Centennial Conference in Chicago on 
July 23. 

The citation reads as follows: 


Lester E. Asheim has a long and dis- 
tinguished record of achievement as 
a public and academic librarian, re- 
searcher, teacher, and Dean. As au- 
thor and editor he has made signific- 
ant contributions to the professional 
literature, including landmark papers 
on book selection, manpower for lib- 
rarianship, and communications. His 
book, Librarianship in Developing 
Countries, was hailed as a major 
work on international librarianship. 
In all of these activities, his studied, 
rational approach to the analysis and 
resolution of library concerns has 
made him an eagerly sought par- 
ticipant in professional meetings and 
association work. His contributions to 
the philosophy of librarianship have 
improved the quality of our profes- 
sion. We are proud to present the 
1976 Joseph W. Lippincott Award to 
Lester Asheim, a man dedicated to 
the rational and vigorous develop- 
ment of libraries in our country and 
abroad. 


Chicago, July 1976 


Asheim joined the faculty of the School of 
Library Science at UNC-CH in January 
1975 from the University of Chicago where 
he was Professor of Library Science 1971- 
74 and had earlier been Dean of the 
Graduate Library School, 1952-61. From 
1961-66 he was Director of the ALA Interna- 
tional Relations Office and from 1966 to 
1971 he was Director of ALA’s Office for 
Library Education. Professor Asheim is the 
author of numerous books and articles. He 
received the ALA Scarecrow Press Award 
for a distinguished contribution to library 
literature in 1968 and the Beta Phi Mu 
award for Distinguished Service to Educa- 
tion for Librarianship in 1973. At the 
Chicago Conference he was also installed 
as President of the Library Education Divi- 
sion. 

The Lippincott Award was first given in 
1937. It is given for distinguished service to 
the profession of librarianship and consists 
of a citation, a medal, and cash award of 
$1,000. Previous winners include UNC 
alumnus Emerson Greenaway, in 1955, 
and former UNC Librarians Robert B. 
Downs in 1964, and Jerrold Orne in 1974. 


ANNUAL REPORT TO THE ALUMNI 
Edward G. Holley, Dean 


April 24, 1976 


Few librarians, unless they are totally iso- 
lated from the mainstream of the library 
movement, can be unaware that 1976 is the 
centennial year of the library profession in 
this country. If reminder were needed that 
this is an important year, our sales of ALA 
memorabilia this morning and the various 
articles, speeches, and conferences with 
either nostalgic or futuristic themes would 
surely suffice. Yet | cannot help calling your 
attention one more time to the fact that our 
profession as an organized body will mark 
its centennial in two major celebrations later 
this year. 

The first will be the annual ALA Confer- 
ence in Chicago, with its theme of 
“CELEBRATE.” There will be enough 
events to satisfy everyone, from the most 
fastidious to the most discerning. From the 
opening party in the Chicago Institute of Art, 
where a special art exhibition, “The World 
of Franklin and Jefferson,” will challenge 
and inspire, through the distinguished lec- 
tures in the “Libraries and the Life of the 
Mind in America” series, to the numerous 
divisional programs and the schmaltz of the 
happening in Grant Park, the conference 
will offer something for everybody, which is 
probably as it ought to be, considering that 
the American Library Association is the 
oldest, largest, and most effective library 
association in the world today. Most of us 
will want to be present at this once in a 
Lifetime event. You will have many of your 
UNC friends join you there, for most of the 
faculty will be present in one capacity or 
another. Dr. Asheim will become President 
of the Library Education Division at the end 
of the conference and ! will relinquish (with 
relief) my position on the Executive Board at 
the same time. Other faculty members, 
including Dr. Orne, Dr. McMullen, and Dr. 
Kingsbury will be serving on various com- 
mittees. To add to the pleasure of the occa- 
sion the UNC alumni will gather at Binyon’s 
for a dinner on Wednesday evening, July 
21, just prior to the Chicago Symphony’s 
Concert honoring ALA in Grant Park. Our 
alumnus, Howard Harris, is in charge of the 
arrangements, and you will surely not want 
to miss this get-together in Chicago. 

The second major event will be Library 
History Seminar V, in Philadelphia, com- 
memorating the actual dates of the centen- 
nial by having library historians read scho- 
larly and esoteric papers to each other, 
culminating in a simple reception on the 
date of ALA's birth, October 6. It should bea 
fitting climax to a year long celebration of 
the importance of libraries in the intellectual 


life of this country. Again one of our faculty 
members, Dr. Haynes McMullen, has been 
heavily involved in the planning of this meet- 
ing, as the Beta Phi Mu representative to 
the Planning Committee. 

As one of the country’s leading library 
historians, Dr. McMullen’s contributions 
have been significant this year and he has 
also encouraged the rest of us. We proba- 
bly pay too little attention to our professional 
past, but there has been a veritable flood of 
historical publications this year. Let me cite 
an example or two. Both Dr. McMullen and | 
serve on the Advisory Board of the Dictio- 
nary of American Library Biography, a sort 
of DAB of librarians which will appear some 
time early next year. Your faculty, and some 
of our students, have written articles for the 
DALB. \n addtion to the two of us on the 
Board, Dr. Gambee has written several 
biographies, Dr. Kingsbury has written two, 
and three of our research assistants have 
contributed biographies in the past two 
years: Davenport Robertson, Sandra Ros- 
coe, and Michael Wessells. 

There will be a centennial issue of Library 
Trends in July containing articles by Pro- 
fessor McMullen and me, and two former 
faculty members, Dr. Doralyn Hickey and 
Dr. Robert Downs. The historical articles in 
College and Research Libraries during the 
year will include articles by Professor Orne 
and our Visiting Kenan Professor from last 
spring, Dr. Robert B. Downs. One could 
certainly gain the impression that historical 
scholarship is flourishing at Carolina this 
year — even if it is but one brief moment of 
glory every fifty or a hundred years when 
historians come into their own. 

Have we been doing anything else ex- 
cept advancing scholarship this year? What 
did we do for the 151 students in the fall and 
127 students in the spring semester? 
Teaching has not been neglected. Last 
year | reported to you that our new introduc- 
tory twelve-hour Block was off to a promis- 
ing, if somewhat anxious, start. The faculty 
settled down, learned from their mistakes, 
and, this fall, under the direction of Dr. Fred 
Roper and the Coordinating Committee, 
the Block has really come into its own. Stu- 
dent evaluations have been far more posi- 
tive this year. Moreover, there is so much 
interest in what we are doing that other 
library schools have been asking for infor- 
mation. Next year we hope to join the Uni- 
versity of South Carolina in sponsorship of 
an institute to explore the various ap- 
proaches which have emerged in the last 
five years which aimed at a better coordi- 
nated program for the beginning student. 
Truth to tell, some of us, including the dean, 
have been somewhat taken aback at the 
interest in our curricular changes. When we 
started our curriculum revision, with a

committee of faculty, students, and alumni, 
our aim was modest: to improve our pro- 
gram and overhaul a curriculum which 
hadn’t really been touched since 1964. 
Much to our surprise we now find our efforts 
at curriculum improvement to be of interest 
to a larger audience of library educators. 
We shall, or course, be happy to share what 
we have learned from our experience, both 
positively and negatively, with colleagues 
elsewhere. 

Meanwhile, a new Curriculum Commit- 
tee, under the direction of Professor 
Asheim, is now examining the 200 and 300 
level courses to see how these ought to 
relate more closely to our introductory pro- 
gram. As Professor Asheim asked when he 
first came here, “You know you're only be- 
ginning the process of curricular revision, 
don’t you?” We thought we did, but we now 
know there’s much yet to be done. 

Our students continue to come from a 
wide geographic area. Last year for the first 
time we received tuition grants from the 
Virginia Coordinating Council for Higher 
Education for partial support of our Virginia 
students. This year the Council will in- 
crease the amount available for tuition aid 
to $1,500 per student for the calendar year. 
Such support, through the Southern Reg- 
ional Education Board, has been invaluable 
for Virginia residents and we hope it will 
eventually rise to cover the total cost diffe- 
rential between in-state and out-of-state tui- 
tion. 

Thanks to a renewal of our contract with 
the Environmental Protection Agency we 
have had ten students in a clinical work/ 
study program each semester under the 
direction of Dr. Herman H. Henkle. In May 
of last year Miss Sara Aull, Science Libra- 
rian Emerita from the University of Houston, 
and Dr. Gary Purcell, Director of the School 
of Library and Information Science at the 
University of Tennessee at Knoxville, 
evaluated our program with EPA and called 
it one of the real break-through efforts for 
training special librarians. Davenport 
Robertson, who serves as our on-site coor- 
dinator, has written an article on this project 
which will appear in the August issue of 
Special Libraries. 


| regret to report that Dr. Henkle suffered 
a heart attack last week, but am happy to 
report that he is improving and came home 
from the hospital on Thursday. Dr. Henkle 
had earlier asked that he be relieved of his 
part-time assignment as Visiting Professor 
no later than this summer. Nonetheless, as 
his health improves we hope that we will be 
able to continue to call upon him for advice 
and counsel as we expand this program. | 
remind you that the EPA assistantships are 
our best supported, paying some $4,500 for 
half-time work during the calendar year. 
Other support for students has also been 
generous this year. We had a number of 
temporary assistantships added to the reg- 
ular twenty in the University Library, the 
H.W. Wilson Company gave us $3,000 for 
scholarships, and the alumni continued to 
give generously to the Susan Grey Akers 
Scholarship Fund. The Executive Board of 
the Alumni Association plans to increase 
the Akers Scholarship to $1,000 for 1976- 
77. This year 96 students had some form of 
financial aid, another record high and up 
slightly from the 79 students of last year. 
Two other major activities of the year 
should be mentioned. This was the year for 
the School to be visited by a team from the 
ALA Committee on Accreditation. Begin- 
ning last spring, six committees comprised 
of faculty, students, and alumni studied all 
facets of our program and put together a 
Self-Study Report which went to the Com- 
mittee on Accreditation in November. Since 
this was also the year the School was 
scheduled for an evaluation by outside 
consultants selected by the Graduate 
School, Dean Lyle V. Jones recommended 
that we combine the two evaluations and 
invite one outside consultant to join the 
COA team and file a separate report for the 
Graduate School. COA approved and Dr. 
David Kaser from Indiana University came 
to the campus along with team members 
Dr. Irving Lieberman from the University of 
Washington (Seattle), Dr. Helen Lloyd, 
University of Michigan, Dr. lrene B. Hoad- 
ley, Texas A&M University, and Mr. Milton 
Byam, Queensborough Public Library. We 
think we had an excellent team and that 
their report will be helpful to the School. The 
Alumni Association sponsored a reception 
in the Library Science Library on March 22 
so that the visiting team could talk with 
alumni, and employers of alumni, in the Re- 
search Triangle Area. While the accredita- 
tion process has been an enormously 
time-consuming task for the faculty, we be- 
lieve it has been worthwhile. Some of our 
colleagues in other places have told us that 
our Self-Study is one of the best they have 
seen, which is what we hoped would occur. 
The second major activity, which | have 
addressed before, is the doctoral proposal. 


It now appears, some twenty-five years 
after everybody said Chapel Hill should 
have a doctoral program, that we indeed 
have one. A committee under the direction 
of Professor Asheim prepared a formal 
proposal which was reviewed, debated by 
the entire faculty, and presented to the 
Graduate School in December. Dean 
Jones invited two outside consultants to re- 
view our proposal in February: Dr. Agnes 
Reagan from the University of Texas at Au- 
stin and Dr. Howard Winger from the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. They gave us an excel- 
lent report, the Administrative Board of the 
Graduate School approved the proposal in 
March, and just yesterday, April 23, the Fa- 
culty Council added its approval. Our prop- 
osal now goes to the Board of Trustees and 
the Board of Governors, where we are op- 
timistic it will be approved, since it is one of 
the programs in the five-year plan of the 
Board of Governors. If all goes well, we may 
be able to admit one or two students by 
January, with an expectation that we will 
admit a class of six to eightin the fall, 1977. 
What about jobs? Last year | said to you 
that our students continue to get jobs and 
good jobs at that. We seemed to have been 
able to manage that for longer than most 
library schools. This year has been a diffe- 
rent picture, no doubt because of the tre- 
mendous problems facing public libraries in 
large cities, some reductions in staffs in 
higher education and in public schools, and 
the general economic problems confronting 
business and industry. We haven't pushed 
the panic button yet, but the anxiety ratio is 
higher among our students than it has been 
for a long time. | must confess to you that 
the prospects are far from bright, but | will 
also add that the faculty is trying to do its 
best to find jobs for our students and will 
continue to do so. We are watching the 
situation closely to be sure that we are not 
admitting and graduating more students 
than can be placed. Our ceiling on master’s 
students has been 150 head-count for six 
years now and we re-examine this quota 
carefully each year. That may not be en- 
couraging for students who are eligible but 
apply too late for admission, or who have to 
be turned down for academic reasons, but it 
seems very realistic from our viewpoint. 
There is not any question that society 
needs more librarians right now than it has 
shown any willingness to support. And we 
certainly do not wish to get into a position as 
we did in the thirties where an arbitrary re- 
duction of enrollments hurt the profession 
subsequently during the forties and fifties. 
At the same time we have an obligation not 
to produce more librarians than can be 
employed within a reasonable period of 
time. None of us has the answer to this 
dilemma. If you have advice to give us, |

assure you it will be welcomed. Meanwhile, 
we do encourage you to let us know when 
you have vacancies for which our 
graduates might qualify. 

Time does not permit me to dwell exten- 
sively on other topics which | would like to 
discuss with you. | would note that, with the 
encouragement of the Alumni Association 
Executive Board, last year Bobbie Lee and | 
attended breakfast meetings with alumni at 
the South Carolina Library Association con- 
ference in Charleston and the Virginia Lib- 
rary Association in Williamsburg. Most of 
you are also aware of the reception hosted 
by the alumni at NCLA in Winston-Salem. 
We hope to repeat such occasions this 
coming fall and you will surely want to mark 
your calendars for the UNC alumni lunch- 
eon at the Southeastern Library Associa- 
tion in Knoxville on November 4, 1976. | 
was especially impressed with the last 
SELA breakfast in Richmond where we had 
150 in attendance. We also had forty come 
to breakfast at SCLA in Charleston. 

One more event should be on your 
calendars for this year. On December 2 the 
UNC family will celebrate Louis Round Wil- 
son’s centenary with two symposia: one on 
library education and one on library ad- 
ministration. Dr. Jack Dalton, Dean 
Emeritus at Columbia University and 
former Librarian of the University of Vir- 
ginia, will be the featured speaker for the 
library education symposium. The two 
commentators on his speech will be Dr. 
Virginia Lacy Jones, Dean of the Library 
School, Atlanta University, and our own 
alumna, Dr. Mary Edna Anders, class of 
1947, who has just completed the South- 
eastern Survey. Although | am not familiar 
with all the plans for the library administra- 
tion symposium, | do know that Carolina 
alumnus Dr. Herman Fussler, class of 
1936, will be the featured speaker. Dr. Fus- 
sler, Martin A. Ryerson Distinguished Ser- 
vice Professor at the University of Chicago, 
was formerly Director of Libraries at 
Chicago, and is one of the most know- 
ledgeable librarians in the country on the 
topic of library technology. 


Just before concluding this report on your 
School, | want to recognize two faculty 
members who are retiring this year. Dr. Jer- 
rold Orne, Professor of Library Science, 
joined the faculty three and a half years ago 
after fifteen years as University Librarian at 
Chapel Hill. Prior to that he was Director of 
Libraries at Air University, Maxwell Air 
Force Base, and Washington University 
(St. Louis). He has been active in numerous 
professional associations, has served as a 
consultant to libraries, and is Known in the 
profession as “Mr. Z39,” because of his 
work on international bibliographic stan- 
dards. In his period on this faculty Jerry has 
been one of our most active and productive 
faculty members. He has continued his 
consulting and research, taught the selec- 
tion part of the Block, and given seminars in 
a variety of subjects. He tells me that his 
new edition of the language of the foreign 
book trade will be out this summer. When 
Jerry came to the School he indicated to me 
that he fully intended to retire when he 
reached the age of 65. That has come 
sooner than | was prepared to accept. | 
can't imagine Jerry not being busy, but he 
assures me that he and Cathy are going to 
spend six months out of the year loafing in 
Canada. We hope to see something of him 
from time to time in Chapel Hill, where he'll 
continue to push the Z39 office, and work 
on projects. We wish him along and happy 
retirement. 

Miss Ruth Stone, Lecturer in Library Sci- 
ence, joined the School of Library Science 
faculty in 1963 as Lecturer and Librarian. 
She came to us with degrees from Mars Hill, 
the Woman's College, and our own School. 
Before joining us she had served as a libra- 
rian in various school systems for 25 years, 
so she brought an extensive background of 
experience with her. She had also served in 
summer sessions at Winthrop College, in 
the Office of the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, the N.C. State Library, and the 
Leaksville Public Library. 

Miss Stone served as the School's Libra- 
rian from 1963 to 1970. During that time, 
and since, she has also taught children’s 
literature and young adult literature. She 
has served on numerous committees of the 
School, including one with our heaviest 
workload, the Admissions and Financial Aid 
Committee, on which she still serves. This 
fall, when the students were undertaking 
their project of making pictures of the fa- 
culty and indicating what our interests were, 
Ruth said “Bridge and Cooking,” for which 
she will certainly have time now, and watch- 
ing football and basketball. We're all aware 
of how avidly she follows the Tar Heels and 
we hope both football and basketball teams 
will give her many pleasant days of enjoy- 
ment in future years. I’m sure all of you join 


me in wishing her a happy retirement. 

We shall miss both Jerry and Ruth, but 
they will continue to live in Chapel Hill and 
we know we can count on their continued 
interest in and support of the School. Ap- 
pointment of their successors should be 
announced in mid-June and | believe you 
will be pleased with our choices. 

Let me also acknowledge at this point my 
debt of gratitude to Assistant Dean Mar- 
garet Kalp, who has served longer than she 
wanted or intended in that position but has 
loyally seen me through the special 
traumas of this year. | really have promised 
that she can surrender the assistant dean- 
ship on June 30. And | also want to mention 
my indebtedness to Jean Freeman, Assis- 
tant to the Dean, for her keeping the office 
on an even keel through an avalanche of 
paper necessitated by all the visits and 
proposals mentioned earlier. 

| regret to report the death on March 13, 
1976 of Carlyle Frarey, Acting Dean of the 
School, 1960-1964. He had come to 
Chapel Hill as associate professor of Libra- 
ry Science in 1954 from his post as Assis- 
tant Librarian at Duke and had previously 
worked at Oberlin and City College, and 
had taught at Columbia. Dean Frarey was 
active in the Library and Technical Services 
Division of ALA, in cataloging and classifi- 
cation and in editing. He was Managing 
Editor of the Journal of Cataloging and 
Classification, predecessor to Library Re- 
sources and Technical Services. During 
his period as dean he led the faculty in a 
complete overhaul of the curriculum and 
established some fundamental guidelines 
which still influence the library education 
program at Carolina. Under his deanship, 
also, the University Library assistantships 
were instituted with the help of Dr. Jerrold 
Orne. From 1964 until his death he was 
Senior Lecturer at Columbia University. 
Assistant Dean Margaret Kalp represented 
the faculty at his Memorial Service at Col- 
umbia on April 22. 

From this report | hope you have sensed 
that your School continues to grow 
stronger. There are doubtless things we 
aren't doing that we should do, but no dean 
is apt to use an occasion like this for a 
prayer of general confession, and certainly 
not this dean. We've had another good 
year. We have some problems and we will 
continue to work on them. With the cooper- 
ation of the faculty, the diligent work of the 
students, and the support of the alumni, the 
School of Library Science at the University 
of North Carolina at Chapel Hill will continue 
to be what it has always been: a school 
striving to provide the best quality profes- 
sional education for those who want to ren- 
der excellent library service for all American 
citizens. 


Carlyle J. Frarey 

Mr. Carlyle J. Frarey, Senior Lecturer, 
School of Library Service, Columbia Uni- 
versity, and former Acting Dean, School of 
Library Science, University of North 
Carolina at Chapel Hill, died Saturday, 
March 13, 1976, at his home in New York 
City. Born in Springwater, New York, April 
1, 1918, Mr. Frarey was educated at 
Canandaigua Academy, Canandaigua, 
N.Y., and Oberlin College, Oberlin, Ohio, 
where he received the B.A. degree in 1939. 
After service in World War Il in the Army Air 
Force, Mr. Frarey entered the School of 
Library Service of Columbia University, 
from which he received a B.S. degree in 
1947, and an M.S. in 1952. 

From 1947 to 1950 he served as 
cataloger of the library, City College of New 
York, and in 1952 was appointed assistant 
librarian, Duke University, Durham, N.C. In 
1954 he was appointed Associate Profes- 
sor, School of Library Science, University of 
North Carolina at Chapel Hill. For four 
years, 1960-1964, he served as acting 
dean of the School of Library Science, dur- 
ing which time the curriculum of the School 
was revised and reaccreditation of the 
School by the Committee on Accreditation 
of the American Library Association took 
place. 

In 1964 Mr. Frarey returned to Columbia 
University as senior lecturer in the School of 
Library Service, and as Assitant to the 
Dean. He was a member of Phi Beta 
Kappa, and of Beta Phi Mu, national library 
science honorary society. 

Mr. Frarey was an active member of the 
American Library Association, the Associa- 
tion of American Library Schools, the New 
York State Library Association, the New 
York Technical Services Librarians, andthe 
Archons of Colophon, holding offices and 
committee appointments in all of them. He 
was a frequent contributor to library period- 
icals, and served as managing editor of 


both the Journal of Cataloging and Clas- 
sification, 1953-56, and Library Resources 
and Technical Services, 1957 to 1960. 
From 1957 to 1969 he was a member of the 
Dewey Decimal Classification Editorial Pol- 
icy Committee, Forest Press, Inc., Lake 
Placid Club Education Foundation, serving 
as its chairman from 1965 to 1969. 

Mr. Frarey is survived by two sisters, Mrs. 
Richard Dewey and Mrs. William Blake, of 
Canandaigua, New York, and abrother, Mr. 
Melvin Frarey, currently with the Save the 
Children Federation in Korea. The family 
has requested that, in lieu of flowers, con- 
tributions be made in Mr. Frarey’s name to 
the School of Library Science, Columbia 
University. A memorial service for Mr. 
Frarey was held on April 22, 1976, at 4:00 
p.m. in St. Paul’s Chapel, Columbia Univer- 
sity. Following the service the family re- 
ceived friends, students and colleagues of 
Mr. Frarey in Butler Library. Assistant Dean 
Margaret Kalp represented the faculty at 
the memorial service. 


THE FACULTY AND ALA 100 
JULY 18-24, 1976 


The following faculty members of the 
School of Library Science attended the 
Centennial Conference of the American 
Library Association in Chicago on July 
18-24, 1976: Dean Edward G. Holley, Pro- 
fessors Lester Asheim, Haynes McMullen, 
Budd Gambee, James Govan, Raymond 
Carpenter, Mary Kingsbury and Lee Finks. 
The ALA, founded in Philadelphia in 1876, 
has more than 33,000 members and the 
conference attendance was more than 
12,000. 

As the Immediate Past President of the 
Association Dean Holley attended meet- 
ings of the Executive Board and presided at 
the Inaugural Banquet on July 23, when the 
first Black librarian became President of 
ALA, Ms. Clara Jones, Director of the De- 
troit Public Library. He also presided at two 
lectures in the “Libraries and the Life of the 
Mind in America” series when honorary 
memberships were presented and also of- 
ficiated at ceremonies honoring ten distin- 
guished publishers, foundation officers, 
and librarians with special Centennial Cita- 
tions. Among those receiving honorary 
memberships was Robert B. Downs, Uni- 
versity Librarian at UNC-CH from 1932- 
1938, and a former president of ALA. 
Among those receiving Centennial Cita- 
tions was Emerson Greenaway, A.B. in 
L.S., 1935 and first president of our alumni 
association. Mr. Greenaway is Librarian 
Emeritus, Free Library of Philadelphia, and 
a former ALA president. For the centennial 
Dean Holley has written a thirty-two page 
booklet, “ALA at 100,” which summarizes 
the association’s accomplishments. 


Among the honors given at the Inaugural 
Banquet was the Joseph W. Lippincott 
Award which was received by Dr. Lester 
Asheim, William Rand Kenan, Jr., Profes- 
sor of Library Science. Professor Asheim 
was also installed as President of the Lib- 
rary Education Division, one of ALA’s thri- 
teen divisions, and he has responsibilities 
relating to the Detroit conference in 1977. 
Asheim also serves on the ALA appoint- 
ments committee and the Budget assem- 
bly. 

Elected Vice-Chairperson and 
Chairperson-elect of the American Library 
History Round Table is Dr. Budd L. Gam- 
bee, Professor of Library Science. Dr. 
Gambee, who has done extensive research 
in library history, assumed his position of 
vice-chairperson at the close of the 1976 
annual conference in Chicago and will be- 
come chairperson at the close of the ALA 
Conference in Detroit in 1977. 

Professor James Govan completed a 
term on the ALA Council, the association’s 
governing body. 

Professor Mary Kingsbury became 
chairperson of the Research and Develop- 
ment Committee of the Children’s Services 
Division at the end of the conference. She 
also serves currently as a member of the 
Research Committee on Service to Chil- 
dren. She was elected to the prestigious 
Newbery-Caldecott Awards Jury which will 
select the “most distinguished contribution 
to American literature for children” pub- 
lished in the United States in 1977. The 
selections will be announced at the ALA 
Midwinter Conference in Chicago in 
January, 1978. 

Professor Haynes McMullen completed 
a term as chairman of the Library Education 
Division’s Grants Committee. He also 
served as a member of the Planning Com- 
mittee for Library History Seminar V, heldin 
Philadelphia, October 4-6, 1976. 


PROGRAM GOALS AND OBJECTIVES 


University of North Carolina 
School of Library Science 


The predominant goal of the School of 
Library Science, as stated in its catalog, is 
to contribute to the advancement of the pro- 
fession and the practice of librarianship 
through an academic program of teaching 
and research. This general goal may be 
divided into three major aspects: (1) to pre- 
pare students for present and future library 
service in the general field of librarianship; 
(2) to pursue and promote faculty and stu- 
dent research in a variety of areas related to 
libraries and librarianship; and (3) to pro- 
vide opportunities for practicing librarians to 
pursue additional education relevant to 
their specific needs and interests. 
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The more immediate objectives of the 
program are derived from these broader 
goals of the school. 


A. To prepare students for library service: 


1. Topresent to all students the general 
principles which underlie library ser- 
vice; 

2. To build, based upon these general 
principles, a variety of elective 
courses through which the student 
identifies their specific application to 
the operation of all types of libraries 
(academic, public, school, special) 
and information systems; 


3. To bring the students’ attention to the 
principles of: (a) administration and 
management, (b) information sci- 
ence and the adaptation of comput- 
ers to the library task, and (c) other 
emergent fields as well as traditional 
services and procedures contribut- 
ory to library service; 


4. To place all instruction within a con- 
text that promotes constructively crit- 
ical examination of: (1) the past and 
the tradition, (b) the adaptations that 
have been devised to meet the 
needs and interests of the present, 
and (c) the implications of possible 
or probable future developments 
which may affect library services. 


B. To pursue and promote faculty and stu- 
dent research: 


1. To familiarize the student with cur- 
rent research findings, both within 
the library field and from outside it, as 
these relate to the subject matter of 
individual courses or the special in- 
terests of individual students; 


2. To introduce students to the basic 
prinicples of the major research 
methodologies used in library- 
related research through library 
school courses and through the op- 
portunity for student election of re- 
search courses in other schools and 
departments in the university where 
appropriate to the students’ interests 
and needs; 


3. To give the student practice in the 
actual research process through the 
preparation of a master’s research 
project as a requirement for the de- 
gree; 

4. To encourage faculty research and 
to promote publication for the pro- 
fessional community in general; 


5. To develop a proposal to establish a 
doctoral program in the School of 
Library Science which will provide a 
formal structure at an advanced level 
for the promotion of independent 


scholarly research by students and 
faculty. 


C. To provide for continuing education op- 
portunities: 


1. To offer courses, insofar as possible, 
at convenient hours or through ex- 
tension to accommodate the 
schedules of practicing librarians; 


2. To provide courses which reflect 
current and emerging concepts to 
up-date and supplement the previ- 
ous formal education of those now in 
the field; 


3. To offer a series of extra-curricular 
lectures by outstanding speakers 
which shall be open to the total lib- 
rary community; 


4. To cooperate with other agencies 
and institutions (such as the North 
Carolina State Library, the North 
Carolina State Department of Public 
Instruction, other library science 
schools and departments in the 
state) in the initiation and co- 
sponsorship of opportunities for 
further education; 


5. To maintain liaison with relevant lib- 
rary groups on both the local and 
national levels (for example, the Con- 
tinuing Education Committee of the 
Southeastern Library Association, 
the Education for Librarianship 
Committee of the North Carolina Lib- 
rary Association, the Continuing 
Education Committee of the Medical 
Library Association, and others). 


Each of these specific objectives is seen 
as contributing to the advancement of the 
profession: 

1) by preparing well-qualified persons 

to work in libraries; 


2) by stimulating an interest in research 
as a means for obtaining new know- 
ledge essential to the improvement of 
library service; 


3) by encouraging the faculty to pro- 
duce and publish research studies re- 
levant to professional questions and 
problems; 

4) by up-dating and increasing the qual- 
ifications of those already in the field. 


CENTENNIAL ALUMNI NOTE 


At the recent Centennial Conference of 
the American Library Association, two 
alumni were honored. Emerson Greena- 
way, class of 1935, and Librarian Emeritus, 
Free Library of Philadelphia, was one of ten 
individuals who received Special Centen- 
nial Citations for distinguished service to 
librarianship. Herman Fussler, class of 
1936, and Martin A. Ryerson Professor of 
Library Science, University of Chicago, re- 
ceived the Ralph Shaw award for an out- 
standing contribution to library literature.

REACCREDITATION RESULTS 


At the meeting of the American Library 
Association’s Council on July 23 the Execu- 
tive Director announced that the master’s 
program of the School of Library Science of 
the University of North Carolina had been 
accredited under the new 1972 standards 
of the Association. This action follows the 
submission of an extensive Self-Study Re- 
port by committees of the faculty, students, 
and alumni and a visit of an accrediting 
team headed by Dr. Irving Lieberman, Uni- 
versity of Washington (Seattle) in late 
March. 

The School of Library Science at Chapel 
Hill has enjoyed continuous accreditation 
by the American Library Association since 
its founding in 1931. ALA first granted pro- 
visional accreditation to the new School in 
1932 under Dr. Louis Round Wilson. Full 
accreditation came two years later under 
Dr. Susan Grey Akers. Additional visits in 
1957 and 1964 reaffirmed the School’s ac- 
creditation. 

The School has an enrollment of 150 stu- 
dents and a full-time faculty of 14. From its 
first graduating class in 1932 through De- 
cember, 1975, a total of 1,924 persons 
have received their first professional de- 
grees from UNC-CH. Of the alumni whose 
positions are known, 41 per cent are 
employed in library service in North 
Carolina. By type of library 38 per cent are 
employed in college and university lib- 
raries, 24 per cent in public libraries, 20 per 
cent in special libraries, 15 per cent in 
school libraries, and 3 per cent in library 
education. In 1975 the School awarded 96 
master’s degrees in library science. The 
master’s degree is currently the only de- 
gree awarded by the School.

In making 
my own list to share with you and with her, 
the limitation has been on the time to tell the 
story and not on the amount of substance to 
be told. 

Jean, on the top of my list is the fact that 
you were there, there for the recollection of 
things past, there for the execution of things 
present, there for the development of things 
still to come. | have been calling the school 
for a quarter of a century and when | called, 
the individual that | could be sure of reach- 
ing was Jean Freeman. Dean Akers might 
be in Japan or Iran, Dean Henderson (Dean

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TRIBUTE TO MARGARET ELLEN KALP

Dean Ed Holley, President Nancy 
Fogarty and friends, thank you for giving me 
this opportunity. | countit a great privilege to 
be chosen by the Alumni Association to pay 
tribute to Margaret Ellen Kalp. 

Even though | am not an alumnus of the 
School lama graduate of another School of 
the University, and can rightfully claim to be 
an alumnus of the University of North 
Carolina at Chapel Hill. |have had close ties 
with your School since 1947, having served 
on the faculty as a visiting professor on 
several occasions and, more recently, asa 
member of the School’s Curriculum Com- 
mittee that generated the idea of THE 
BLOCK. 

What can one say about Margaret Ellen 
Kalp who has known her for over thirty 
years as a personal friend and professional 
peer? What can one say without becoming 
extremely sentimental or objectively cool as 
one recites her many attributes? The com- 
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Kelling when! was in school) might be in the 
Math Department or down in the stacks con- 
juring a new and insoluble reference ques- 
tion. Dean Frarey might be away on an 
accreditation visit or working at home ona 
salary survey. Dean Sedelow might be at 
the Computer Center or consulting with the 
Advanced Research Projects Agency. 
Dean Kalp might be in class or on a trip to 
the children’s library at a branch of Durham 
Public. Dean Carpenter might be off to ALA 
or NCLA. Dean Holley might be — well only 
Mrs. Holley knows where the peripatetic Ed 
might be. But Jean Freeman was there, just 
inside the door or just at the end of the 
telephone line. There — summer session, 
Christmas season or any academic quar- 
ter. 

Not many faculty members have left 
UNC-LS. Some have — to teach elsewhere 
— and I’ve seen them here or there. What 
they have said to me is, “Oh, this is a good 
school all right but what it needs is a Jean 
Freeman.” Or, “If only we had a Jean 
Freeman we could get this act together.” 
What they were saying is that Jean’s pre- 
sence is the keel of the ship, the cor- 
nerstone of the building and the main strut 
in the wing. She has been central to all that 
has been built up around her. She is stabil- 
ity personified. 

Next on the list of reasons that | love Jean 
is that she loves me. | know that is nothing 
special because she loves all the students 
from and in the library school and she 
shows it in dozens — even hundreds of 
ways. When | arrived for my first interview 
before admission the library school was 
temporarily in a little building near Old 
South along with the public health people. | 
think it had been the power plant building or 
some equally utilitarian structure. Jean was 
there to set me at ease and to introduce me 
to Dean Kelling. | had to tell her my name 
that time, but never again. For a while | was 
Mr. Stevens but then, with a little prodding, 
she made the switch and called me Chuck. 
Our class had 29 people and 28 of them 
(Margaret Allman was the exception) were 
new. Jean Freeman knew all by name be- 
fore October 1st and from what | hear she 
had been doing this trick for years and still 
does it. Knowing my name was just one way 
she showed her love. 

Now the school was not so small that 
Jean worked without help. She had as cleri- 
cal assistants a succession — even a 
parade — of student wives and others who 
came to help her for a few weeks or months 
and then moved on. Each and every one 
was patiently trained to work towards 
Jean’s high standard of operation with stu- 
dent needs coming first. Even when the 
balky ditto machine refused to respond, 
Jean managed to get the assignment 
sheets or bibliographies or tests out on 


time. | haven't any idea how she did it. She 
has an innate sense about what is to be 
done and an intuitive knowledge of how to 
get it done. 

In Jean’s world results are all that matter 
and the results of her work were produced 
with a quiet effectiveness that led inevitably 
to the expectation that Jean will get it done. 
The difficult was done the same day, the 
impossible took 24 hours. | once heard a 
Dean of the UNC faculty say that if all the 
school academic records at UNC were kept 
as carefully and completely as those at the 
Library School the work in his office would 
be reduced by half. 

Another thing. Jean is unflappable and 
she doesn't tell tales. Better than most, she 
remembers her own student days. If the 
caper wasn’t potentially hazardous, Jean 
wouldn't snitch. For instance, when all of 
the coffee was on the ground level and all of 
the LS students were on the top deck and 
the elevator was Off limits, some of the more 
imaginative future librarians secreted a 
coffee-maker in an upper level locked 
study. They thought no one knew. Then, at 
registration the next quarter, Jean asked 
one of them, “Are you going to operate your 
coffee pot again?” It turned out that when 
the facts were all known Jean had put some 
of her own dimes in the hidden kitty and 
enjoyed the brew. 

There were also some beer parties on the 
roof of the Wilson Library. Jean knew who 
had the key to the roof but she held her 
tongue. Hardy youth made some pilgrim- 
ages along the parapet outside the study 
room. Jean was aware of these circus acts 
but she kept her own counsel. How could 
the students have a better friend? 

There are some things about Jean she 
has kept very private — her good works 
mostly. She has put endless amounts of 
time into Beta Phi Mu, the mission work of 
her church and individual personal help for 
UNC students. Some things would be 
naturally private: her love of history, biog- 
raphy, cats and antiques are not known by 
many because Jean doesn’t advertise her- 
self that way. 

However, there is one little touch I’ve en- 
joyed through the years. Come into the of- 
fice after lunch and Jean would say to you, 
“Now don’t get too close.” Her love of onion 
sandwiches had trapped her again but she 
was too polite to share the after-effects. 

Jean and her family are very close. For 
years you could count on seeing them — 
two or more — at the Monogram Club. She 
travels with her sister, Katherine, (not by air, 
please) to places of interest. She tends her 
tidy house with Katherine and defends it 
against pine borers or any other adversary. 
There she is the baker, par excellence. 

How do we love thee, Jean? In every way 
you'll let us. 5

Let me conclude with some brief facts 
and a tribute from one of the Deans that 
could have come from all of them. 

Graduate of UNC Greensboro — Library 
Science, 1930’s and of UNC Chapel Hill — 
History, 1950's; work at UNC began in 1941 
as Executive Secretary for the School; 
1947 — Assistant to the Dean and Adminis- 
trative Assistant; 1957 — Lecturer and As- 
sistant to the Dean. 

Member of Beta Phi Mu and Phi Alpha 
Theta, Association of American Library 
Schools, North Carolina Library Associa- 
tion, Southeastern Library Association, 
North Carolina Literary and Historical Soci- 
ety, member of the Board of Directors UNC 
Greensboro Alumni Association. She also 
published as article on “Early Libraries in 
North Carolina.” 

In closing, here is the tribute from one of 
the Deans: 

There is no way | know by 
which | can convey adequately 
the true measure of my inde- 
btedness to you for your able 
help and my thanks to you for 
giving it to me. First of all, | 
would have been pretty com- 
pletely lost during much of my 
service without your know- 
ledge and know-how in getting 
to the proper person within the 
University to have various mat- 
ters attended to. You were and 
you have continued to be most 
helpful in explaining to me the 
handling of various matters 
thus to expedite the work of 
administration. In spite of the 
continuing increase in the 
work-load within the office, you 
have managed to find the time 


and patience to work with me 
on many matters, including 
some of my wilder schemes, 
and you have done so even 
when you may not always have 
been entirely in sympathy with 
one or another of these pro- 
jects. | have told you before 
how much faith and trust | have 
in your judgment in many mat- 
ters, including those relating to 
admissions, — registration, 
placement, the handling of a 
variety of student counselling 
problems and relationships 
with the alumni, and you have 
made my task infinitely easier 
than it might have been by tak- 
ing increasing responsibility for 
those and other matters and for 
screening the problems which 
you have handed on to me, 
thus releasing time for my at- 
tention to other problems both 
long- and short-range which 
we might not have been able 
even to consider had you not 
shouldered these other re- 
sponsibilities in addition to 
those which you already car- 
ried. Although we have not al- 
ways agreed upon matters, | 
think it a tribute to your judg- 
ment and sense of balance that 
we have worked together ef- 
fectively and amicably 
throughout these years. 

You have truly functioned as 
the Assistant to the Dean 
throughout these years, and 
you have become increasingly 
valuable to me with each pas- 
sing month. | can only say 
“thank you” for this help and for 
much more, hoping that you do 
understand how much ap- 
preciation | am trying to convey 
with this simple phrase.

ments | have chosen to share with you can 
in no way convey the love, respect, and 
comradeship |, and all of you, share for 
Margaret. 

| first met Margaret Ellen Kalp the sum- 
mer of 1945 at George Peabody College 
when | returned to academe to explore lib- 
rarianship as a career. Margaret was a visit- 
ing lecturer in the Peabody School of Lib- 
rary Science and | was a student in her 
classes. It was then | knew Margaret was a 
good teacher and since that time this con- 
viction has been reinforced hundreds of 
times by the multitude of students who have 
been in her classes. 


Upon earning an undergraduate degree 
in library science, Margaret worked as a 
high school librarian and library educator in 
New Jersey and Virginia before going to the 
University of Michigan for graduate study 
and further experience in Michigan, New 
Jersey and Tennessee. 

After this exploratory period Margaret 
came to the University of North Carolina at 
Chapel Hill in 1947 where she has re- 
mained as a faculty member of the School 
of Library Science. It was at Chapel Hill 
where Margaret centered her professional 
career. She was there for the creation of the 
Master of Library Science degree program 
and, more recently, has seen the estab- 
lishment of the Ph.D. in Library Science. 
Margaret helped shepherd the School 
through the tenure of several deans and 
acting deans after the retirement of Susan 
Grey Akers. Margaret also served as Acting 
Dean, 1964-1967, and under Dean Holley 
as Assistant Dean. 

In recent years, Margaret has earned a 
professional reputation for her work as a 
participant on search committees seeking 
qualified faculty members. Her contribu- 
tions in these endeavors are evident in the 
current outstanding faculty and dean of the 
School. Those of you who have ever served 
on a search committee know the responsi- 
bility this kind of assignment entails. 

Margaret Ellen Kalp is a committed pro- 
fessional librarian and library educator. 
Over the years she has maintained mem- 
bership and participated in professional or- 
ganizations at state, regional, and national 
levels. She has served on executive boards 
and committees of the American Library 
Association divisions, the Association of 
American Library Schools, and the South- 
eastern Library Association. She served as 
vice-president and president of the North 
Carolina Library Association 1961-1965. 

Margaret's specialization in school libra- 
rianship has been reflected in many special 
assignments she has been asked to per- 
form. She has worked closely with the North 
Carolina Department of Public Instruction, 
Southern Association of Colleges and 
Schools and with schools, school systems, 
and school librarians in a variety of settings. 

| shall not attempt to enumerate the many 
ways in which Margaret has served the 
University of North Carolina. | will tell you, 
though, that she is one of the most re- 
spected faculty members on the Chapel Hill 
campus. Her participation in the Altrusa 
Club, Alpha Chapter of Delta Kappa 
Gamma and Beta Phi Mu exemplify her 
commitment to civic and professional ser- 
vices in the Chapel Hill community. She is 
willing to work in support of causes for 
which she has strong convictions such as 
ecology and passage of the Equal Rights 
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Amendment. All the while that she fulfills 
her civic, professional, and administrative 
responsibilities, she has as her first priority 
her teaching. Often times she has taught a 
full load while carrying out extensive ad- 
ministrative duties. Her empathy for stu- 
dents and her commitment to encourage 
and assist students may explain why she 
has helped shepherd so many students 
through completion of their research pa- 
pers. 

If | were to be asked to identify the 
characteristic that best describes Margaret 
Ellen Kalp, what would it be? Profes- 
sionalism? Precise adherence to University 
policy? Scholarship? High degree of pro- 
fessional ethics? Forthright approach to a 
problem? Wholesome sense of humor and 
ability to smile? A good teacher? Effective 
working relations with students and with her 
peers? 

No, | would not choose any of those ad- 
jectives, nouns or phrases although all help 
describe Margaret. | would choose the one 
word, humane. Webster's Third New Inter- 
national Dictionary defines humane as 
“Marked by compassion, sympathy, or 
consideration for other human beings... 

Marked by or expressive of devotion to 
human welfare or strong interest in or con- 
cern for man.” Margaret Ellen Kalp’s ap- 
preciation for each individual disregards 
race, creed, or station in life. This is 
exemplified in her association with her maid 
or in conversation with President William 
Friday. It is worthy to note that in 1937-39 
Margaret chose to be a member of the 
Hampton Institute faculty long before Civil 
Rights legislation had been enacted. Yes, if 
| were asked to identify one characteristic 
that best describes Margaret Ellen Kalp it 
would be “humane” for Margaret is com- 
passionate, sympathetic, and has sincere 
consideration for other human beings anda 
strong interest in and concern for mankind. 

It has been an honor and a privilege for 
me to share with all of you, and especially 
with Margaret, the import of some of the 
contributions she has and is making to the 
University of North Carolina, the state, reg- 
ion and nation and, more importantly, the 
influence of Margaret Ellen Kalp on all who 
come in contact with her.

DOCTORAL PROGRAM TO BEGIN 


A new Ph.D. program at the University of 
North Carolina at Chapel Hill will meet the 
need for advanced study in librarianship 
that has been discussed here for more than 
25 years. 

The establishment of a doctoral program 
in library science was approved last fall by 
the UNC Board of Governors as was the 
allocation of funds to support salaries for an 
assistant dean and an associate professor 
in the UNC-CH School of Library Science. 

The University’s new Ph.D. program, one 
of the only two in library science in the 
southeast, will admit its first class in the fall 
of 1977. Currently there are 20 doctoral 
programs in library science in the United 
States. 

The six to eight students admitted to the 
UNC-CH program are expected, upon re- 
ceipt of the Ph.D. degree, to administer 
large academic and special libraries or to 
teach in schools of library science. 

“We believe that ours is one field where 
there is a continuing demand for docto- 
rates,” said Edward G. Holley, dean of the 
University’s School of Library Science. Hol- 
ley said the Ph.D. degree is needed chiefly 
in the areas of library administration and 
library school teaching but also in newer 
areas of research dealing with information 
sciences. 

The dean said he expected to appoint a 
faculty committee to deal with admission 
and curriculum. 

“We are particularly interested in en- 
couraging women and minorities,” | “ley 
said. “The profession nationally is very 
concerned that at the highest level it has not 
produced enough women and minorities as 
administrators and teachers.” 

He said that although women hold the 
majority of masters’ degrees in library sci- 
ence, two-thirds of the country’s 400-500 
Ph.D. degrees in library science are held by 
men. 

Because of the limited number of stu- 
dents who will be accepted, specific 
courses both in the School of Library Sci- 
ence and in other departments will be tai- 
lored to the individual. 

The new Ph.D. program will be interdis- 
ciplinary as studies in library science draw 
heavily for both theoretical and practical 
purposes on other disciplines. Holley 
explained that a student expecting to be- 
come a public library administrator would 
also likely take courses in public administra- 
tion and business. A student interested in 
library history, he said, would take relevant 
courses in the history department. 

The University of North Carolina School 
of Library Science was established in 1931 
and is accredited by the American Library 


Association for the master’s degree pro- 
gram in library science. The School cur- 
rently has a student enrollment of 153 
(head count), 111 women and 42 men. 
Eighty-nine students are from North 
Carolina and 64 from other states and coun- 
tries. There are 14 full-time faculty mem- 
bers and five part-time faculty. 


ROPER NAMED ASSISTANT DEAN 


Dr. Fred Wilburn Roper has been ap- 
pointed Assistant Dean of the School of 
Library Science at The University of North 
Carolina at Chapel Hill, effective January 
15, 1977. Announcement of Roper’s ap- 
pointment by Dean Edward G. Holley fol- 
lowed approval by the Board of Trustees of 
UNC at Chapel Hill. 

A faculty member of the School since 
1971, Dr. Roper has taught courses in basic 
reference sources and services, national 
and trade bibliography, science literature, 
and medical librarianship. In 1975 he 
served as Coordinator of the twelve-hour 
“Block” program required of all beginning 
master’s students. He has served on 
numerous School and University commit- 
tees, has made a major contribution to cur- 
riculum revision for the School's master's 
degree program, and has chaired the 
committee for a two-day workshop on the 
“Integrated Core Curriculum in Library 
Schools,” held March 6-8, 1977. 

Active in professional associations, 
Roper has served on the continuing educa- 
tion, nominations, and publications commit- 
tees of the Medical Library Association. In 
1975-76 he received a grant from MLA to 
study the employment of health sciences 
library technicians. He is currently the Pres- 
ident of the North Carolina Chapter of the 
Special Libraries Association, chairman of 
the North Carolina Library Association's 
Education for Librarianship Committee, 
and a consultant to the Council on Library 
Resources for its Library Services En- 
hancement Program. This fall he published 
Alfred William Pollard: A Selection of His 
Essays in Scarecrow Press's “Great Bib- 
liographers Series,” which will be followed 
by a similar book on the medical biblio- 
grapher, Fielding H. Garrison. 

Roper received his A.B. and M.S. inL.S. 
degrees from The University of North 
Carolina at Chapel Hill after which he 
served as a Biomedical Library Intern at 
UCLA. He was on the staff of the Biomedi- 
cal Library at UCLA from 1963-66; Head of 
Public Services Division, Chicago State 
College Library, 1967-68; and a U.S.O.E. 
Fellow and Teaching Fellow at Indiana 
University from which he received his Ph.D. 
degree in 1971. He has attended a number 
of workshops and institutes. For the past 
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three years he has conducted a Summer 
Institute on Reference Sources and Library 
Use for the Hampden-Sydney College fac- 
ulty under their College Library Program 
sponsored by the National Endowment for 
the Humanities and the Council on Library 
Resources. 

The position of Assistant Dean for the 
School of Library Science was created by 
the UNC Board of Governors at the time of 
the approval of the new doctoral program in 
library science on October 8, 1976. Dr. 
Roper will have primary responsibility for 
reorganization of the office staff of the : 
School in anticipation of the new program's 
beginning in the fall, 1977. He will also 
supervise admissions for the master’s and 
doctoral programs and plan additional con- 
tinuing education programs. 

Dean Edward G. Holley noted that “Fred 
Roper is one of the School’s most effective 
teachers and is held in high regard by his 
faculty colleagues and students. His per- 
formance of such tasks as committee 
chairperson, coordinator of the introductory 
Block, and academic adviser has dem- 
onstrated administrative capabilities which 
are much needed as the School prepares 
for its new doctoral program in the fall, 
1977. | am delighted that Dr. Roper has 
agreed to accept the position of Assistant- 
Dean, and | look forward to working with 
him in the improvement of our library educa- 
tion programs.” 


SPECIAL LECTURES HELD 


Mrs. Vivian D. Hewitt, Librarian of the 
Carnegie Endowment for International 
Peace since 1963, and formerly librarian of 
the Rockefeller Foundation, spoke on 
“Special Librarianship” on October 6. Mrs. 
Hewitt has long been active in the Special 
Libraries Association where she has served 
on a number of committees and as Presi- 
dent of the New York Chapter. She has 
recently contributed an article on “Utilizing 
Public and Special Libraries to Serve 
post-Secondary Education,” to the book, 
New Dimensions for Academic Library 
Service. 

Mr. John E. Pemberton, Librarian of the 
University College at Buckingham, Eng- 
land, and an authority on British public 
documents, spoke on “Bibliographic Con- 
trol of Official Documents and Other Prim- 
ary Sources in the Social Sciences,” on 
October 20. Mr. Pemberton, formerly Poli- 
tics and Law Librarian at the University of 
Warwick, is the author of How to Find Outin 
Mathematics: A Guide to Sources of Infor- 
mation (2nd ed. 1969) and British Official 
Publications (2nd ed. 1973). 

Both lectures were held in Room 209, 
Manning Hall, UNC-CH Campus. 


For those of you who were unable to view 
the exhibits in Wilson Library honoring 
Dean Wilson, the following description is 
provided. 


LOUIS ROUND WILSON — ONE 
HUNDRED YEARS 


Persons entering the foyer of the central 
library on the campus of the University of 
North Carolina at Chapel Hill were greeted 
by a sign reading: 

The building you are enteringis 
named for Louis Round Wilson 
who was University Librarian 
from 1901 until 1932. Dr. Wil- 
son will celebrate his 100th 
birthday on December 27th. 
The exhibits in the library dis- 
play cases feature significant 
aspects of Dr. Wilson's life and 
work and are dedicated to him 
in recognition of the remarka- 
ble contribution he has made to 
the University of North 
Carolina and the library pro- 
fession. 


Each of the nine display cases in Wilson 
Library highlighted a different aspect of Dr. 
Wilson's life. Most of the letters, manus- 
cripts and printed material on display came 
from Dr. Wilson’s personal and profes- 
sional papers which are now located in the 
Southern Historical Collection of the library. 
A chronology of his life was posted in the 
main lobby to enable visitors to put in order 
the remarkable events in his life and career. 

The display cases in the main lobby, enti- 
tled “Louis Round Wilson — One Hundred 
Years,” featured important events in Dr. 
Wilson's personal life with pictures of him 
and his family. Of unusual interest was a 
snapshot of Dr. Wilson and Thomas Wolfe, 
taken in 1935 when the two were passen- 


gers on a ship returning from Europe. In- 
cluded in this case was correspondence 
relating to Wilson's decision to go the Un- 
versity of Chicago as Dean of the Graduate 
Library School in 1932, and a note from R. 
D. W. Connor, written in 1942, which says 
that he and “Wagstaff are dancing the High- 
land Fling in celebration of the prospect of 
your coming home.” 

The four cases to the right of the main 
lobby recounted Dr. Wilson's professional 
career, both as a librarian and as a member 
of the University of North Carolina faculty. 
The manuscripts and printed material in the 
first exhibit, “Louis Round Wilson — In- 
novator,” indicated the breadth of Dr. Wil- 
son's activities on the campus. Special at- 
tention was given to his years as editor of 
the Alumni Review and University Press, as 
director of the University Extension Divi- 
sion, and as a member of many commit- 
tees. 

Two cases were devoted to ‘Louis 
Round Wilson — The Librarian,” and co- 
vered his work as librarian at Chapel Hill 
and dean at the University of Chicago. 
There were several early memoranda 
which revealed his concern about graduate 
education for librarians, and letters from 
former students and friends illustrated the 
esteem colleagues have for his contribu- 
tions to librarianship. Dr. Wilson’s involve- 
ment with professional library associations 
was also displayed in these cases. Included 
with several photographs was a 1907 pic- 
ture of the American Library Association 
annual convention in Asheville which Dr. 
Wilson helped to organize. 

A fourth case in this corridor contained 
Dr. Wilson’s books and pamphlets on sub- 
jects other than librarianship. His latest 
book, Louis Round Wilson's Historical 
Sketches, published in October, was 
among those on display. A chronological 


bibliography of all of Dr. Wilson’s writings 
has been prepared by the staff of the North 
Carolina Collection and was available for 
December 2nd. 

In the corridor to the left of the main lobby 
and in the Southern Historical Collection 
were exhibits on Dr. Wilson's role in de- 
veloping the special collections of the lib- 
rary of the University of North Carolina. 

In 1932 Wilson and John Sprunt Hill 
created the Friends of the Library at the 
University. One of the cases in this corridor, 
“Louis Round Wilson — Friends of the Lib- 
rary, illustrated the significant contribu- 
tions the Friends have made to the South- 
ern Historical, North Carolina, and Rare 
Book Collections. There were letters to Wil- 
son from Frederic Hanes, Bruce Cotten, 
Preston Davie, William A. Whitaker, Ar- 
chibald Henderson, D. Hiden Ramsey, Ale- 
xander Boyd Andrews, and other potential 
donors and friends. On display were exam- 
ples of gifts to the library. 

The display in the Southern Historical 
Collection emphasized Wilson’s part in 
pressing the university administration for 
sufficient funds to maintain the collection, 
and his role in acquiring material for it. Par- 
ticularly significant were the memoranda 
and letters from 1904 to 1953 which de- 
monstrate Wilson's efforts on behalf of the 
collection, and correspondence with his 
close friend, J. D. de Roulhac Hamilton, 
founder and first director of the collection, 
about potential acquisitions. 

These exhibits documenting the produc- 
tive life and career of Louis Round Wilson 
were part of the University celebration in his 
honor and were on display in Wilson Library 
until mid-February.

EPA LIBRARY WORK/STUDY 
PROGRAM TO CONTINUE 


The School of Library Science has 
signed anew contract for $145, 450 with the 
U.S. Environmental Protection Agency, 
Research Triangle Park, for the provision of 
library services during the calendar year, 
1977, according to Dean Edward G. Holley. 
Begun on May 6, 1974, the program has 
involved a series of contracts between the 
School and the EPA Library for a clinical 
work/study program whereby advanced 
students in the School’s master’s program 
perform interlibrary loan, acquisitions, re- 
ference, literature searching, and certain 
other non-traditional services for the scien- 
tists, engineers, and governmental ad- 
ministrators who use the EPA Library. The 
aim of the contract is improvement in library 
and information services in the environ- 
mental field. Services support EPA’s En- 
vironmental Research Center, Office of 
Quality Planning and Standards, Office of 
Administration, and Air Pollution Technical 
Information Center. 

The new contract provides for a total of 
13 students working half-time under the di- 
rection of Dr. Evelyn A. Moore, Associate 
Professor of Library Science, and the on- 
site supervision of Davenport Robertson. In 
addition to their work program of twenty 
hours per week the students regularly par- 
ticipate in a Seminar in Special Librarian- 
ship conducted by Dr. Moore. 

Principal Invesitgator for the project is Dr. 
Edward G. Holley, Dean of the School of 
Library Science, who will conduct the pro- 
gram in close consultation with Ms. 
Elizabeth Smith, Chief, Technical Informa- 
tion Branch, Environmental Protection 
Agency.

WILSON DAY CULMINATES IN 
BANQUET 


On Thursday, December 2, centenarian 
Dr. Louis Round Wilson was honored at a 
banquet at the Carolina Inn attended by 400 
invited guests. The exclusive guest list in- 
cluded Dr. Wilson’s three daughters, all his 
grandchildren, and members of the faculty 
and administration, many of whom knew 
him when he was University Librarian here. 
The present president of ALA and other 
nationally prominent librarians and mem- 
bers of the Library staff also attended. 


After the dinner, Dr. Wilson received 
awards from the American Association for 
State and Local History, the American Lib- 
rary Association which is celebrating its 
100th birthday this year, too, and the 
American Association of University 
Presses. 


As founder and previous director of the 
UNC Press, Dr. Wilson had been ineligible 
to receive the AAUP award. However, a 
special amendment was passed to the 
AAUP constitution allowing any director 
reaching the age of 99 to be eligible for the 
award. 


Clara Jones, President of the American 
Library Association, announced to the sur- 
prise and delight of everyone present, in- 
cluding Dean Holley of the Library School, 
that the Edmonds Foundation is funding an 
annual $1000 scholarship in Dr. Wilson’s 
name to be awarded to a library school 
student. This is a fitting tribute to a man, 
who in 1901 at the age of 25, was appointed 
the first University Librarian with a salary of 
$500 for a nine-month year, and who cam- 
paigned tirelessly for seven years to found 
a library school at UNC. 
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TRIBUTE TO MISS FREEMAN AND 
MISS KALP 
Edward G. Holley, Dean 
April 30, 1977 


In every social institution there are indi- 
viduals whose lives seem to reflect the in- 
stitution or whose personalities seem to in- 
fluence significantly its character. If these 
personalities are not exactly the great men 
and women of Carlyle, and if the institutions 
do not become their “lengthened 
shadows,’ nonetheless there is general ag- 
reement among the various groups in- 
terested in the program of the institution 
that these few people have influenced the 
institutions in unusual and important ways. 
Their competence, dedication, and loyalty 
are part of the fabric of the institution and 
their departure from it normally signals a 
decided break with the past. 

The earlier impact of Deans Wilson and 
Akers on the UNC School of Library Sci- 
ence reflects such contributions and so 
does the impact of the two women we have 
come here to honor today. Both embody 
those qualities of professional competence, 
selflessness, and loyalty to a high degree. 
Both also have served the School faithfully 
in good times and bad. Yet their service was 
not primarily in the leadership role, though 
their contributions were no less significant 
in determining the School's quality. Almost 
never do | meet alumni at any gathering 
who do not ask about Jean Freeman and 
Margaret Kalp. Clearly they have had a de- 
cided influence on the School’s growth and 
development, and especially on our stu- 
dents. 

Jean Freeman joined the School of Lib- 
rary Science as Executive Secretary of the 
School in September, 1941. She had re- 
ceived an A.B. degree in library science 
from UNC at Greensboro in 1933 and was 
subsequently to receive a B.A. degree in 
history from UNC at Chapel Hill in 1958. In 
the intervening thirty-six years she has 
served every director of the School except 
the first. Her primary responsibility has 
been in the area of admissions and financial

aid, but she has also been active in place- 
ment, alumni affairs, administration of the 
School, and office procedures. 

Jean Freeman has been interested in the 
student as an applicant, where her stan- 
dards are high. She has been interested in 
the student as a student and in the earlier 
years accompanied them on field trips to 
various libraries up and down the East 
Coast. She has also been interested in the 
student as a graduate and as a professional 
librarian, always pleased when they 
achieve honors and especially when they 
do well and receive positions with in- 
creased professional responsibility. Her 
rapport with students and alumni has been 
outstanding. Just occasionally she be- 
comes annoyed when the alumni find good 
jobs and don’t let her know so she can keep 
the records straight! 

In 1947 Jean Freeman was named Assis- 
tant to the Dean and, in 1957, was accorded 
the title Lecturer, a rank she still holds. In 
her capacity as Assistant to the Dean, she 
has attended meetings without number and 
probably carries in her head more informa- 
tion about what has happened in the School 
than most of us can remember with the help 
of the written record. In that period when the 
School underwent a series of four acting 
and/or short term deans, from 1960 to 
1972, Jean Freeman trained each one and 
pointed out in her own quiet manner the 
right way to achieve results in relating to the 
university’s bureaucracy. In its evaluative 
report last year the ALA Committee on Ac- 
creditation commended the School “for the 
excellent order in which admissions and 
student records are kept and for the care 
taken in reviewing applications.” This care 
in our admissions procedure and in our re- 
cords reflects Miss Freeman’s constant 
oversight and supervision. 

She has been in regular attendance at 
Alumni Association Board Meetings and 
encouraged Beta Phi Mu officers and 
others responsible for carrying out the prog- 
ram of the school. As alumnus Chuck Ste- 
vens said in Knoxville, one could always be 
assured that Jean was there wherever the 
rest of us were traipsing around the country, 
and that she was available to any and all 
who needed her assistance. A school 
needs people who come and go but it also 
needs people who give it stability. You re- 
ally can’t replace 36 years of experience, 
knowledge of who does what on campus, 
etc. As Gary Barefoot said this morning, 
we'll have toreplace Miss Freeman with 12 
people. 

Several of the alumni have written that it 
is impossible to imagine the School of Lib- 
rary Science without Jean Freeman. No 
one is more keenly aware of this than the 
dean, for her support and assistance have 
been invaluable during these past five 


years. This year, as | have sent each item to 
Miss Freeman with a note to take care of 
this or that problem, | have reminded myself 
that next year | won't be able to do that. 
There won't be a Jean Freeman to whom 
we can say “do this” with the assurance 
that it will be done quickly and effectively. 
The alumni, however, have provided for 
those of us in the office a way for future 
students to remember the significant im- 
pact Jean Freeman has had on the quality 
of this School. Nancy Fogarty will now 
make that presentation on behalf of all of 
us. 

At this time the Alumni presented to the 
School a picture of Miss Freeman, to be 
placed in the Office of the Library School. 
Mrs. Fogarty on behalf of the Alumni As- 
sociation then presented Miss Freeman a 
crystal vase by Waterford. 

Margaret Ellen Kalp came to the School 
of Library Science in 1947 after working in 
public libraries in New Jersey, school lib- 
raries in Michigan, New Jersey, and Ten- 
nessee, and teaching at Hampton Institute 
and George Peabody College. Indeed, she 
was Instructor-Secretary at the famous 
Hampton Institute Library School under 
Florence Curtis during the last two years of 
its existence, 1937-39. At North Carolina it 
was Margaret's responsibility to launch a 
graduate program for school librarians 
which would culminate in a new degree of 
Master of School Librarianship. This de- 
gree was initiated in 1950 but discontinued 
eight years later, with nine such degrees 
having been awarded. By 1955 the School 
had finally dispensed with the B.S. in L.S. 
degree and school librarians were encour- 
aged to pursue the master’s degree as their 
first professional degree. 

In the fifties and sixties Margaret was 
active in a host of professional associa- 
tions. Her article with Marion James, “The 
Association of American Library Schools, 
1915-1924,” is still cited regularly by those 
who are publishing articles and/or books on 
the history of library education. She served 
the North Carolina Library Association in 
various capacities, including that of Presi- 
dent, 1963-65. In the American Library As- 
sociation she was a member of Council, 
1963-67; Board of Directors of AASL; Re- 
view Editor of School Libraries; member of 
the Dutton-Macrae, Grolier-Americana, 
and Scarecrow Press awards committees; 
and a host of other committees. How she 
managed all this and was acting Dean at 
the same time is still something of amystery 
but it may help to explain her aversion to 
administration. Most recently her attention 
has been devoted to Delta Kappa Gama, 
international honor society of women 
educators, whose Alpha Pi Chapter she 
served as President, 1974-76. 

Within the School itself it would be im- 
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possible to ennumerate the various com- 
mittees, task forces, and boards on which 
she has served. However, | will say that 
these last five years she has made an 
especially important contribution to the 
long-term development of the School in her 
capacity as Chairwoman of the Tenure and 
Promotion Committee. In this capacity she 
has helped us make difficult decisions on 
tenure and has sought candidates to fill new 
positions. Her seeking of the advice of 
every faculty member and of representative 
students, her even-handed approach to all 
problems, and her constant communication 
with the faculty have all been noted as the 
ideal way in which such a committee should 
function. This is one of the most important 
assignments in the School and she has 
handled it well. 

No recitation of Margaret’s many con- 
tributions to the School should pass without 
mentioning her loyal support of the program 
and her willingness, much against her own 
wishes, to serve twice in an administrative 
position. She did this first in 1964 when she 
was persuaded to take the Acting Deanship 
for what she thought was a one-year term. 
That post eventually lasted three years and 
she thought when she finished with it that 
her bout with administration was gone 
forever. Yet such is her loyalty to the School 
that she was persuaded to accept the posi- 
tion of Assistant Dean for what she thought 
was going to be a one-year term when | 
became President of ALA. The fact that her 
tenure as Assistant Dean lasted thirty-one 
months was not anticipated. She kept re- 
minding me of this, and | finally agreed that 
justice was on her side. However, | freely 
acknowledge here that being an ALA offi- 
cial would have been infinitely more difficult 
without the knowledge that Margaret and 
Jean were on the scene to keep the prog- 
ram moving along. 

To speak of Margaret’s teaching and en- 
couragement to many students over the 
years would be superflous in this audience. 
The majority of the school librarians who 
have graduated from Chapel Hill have 
completed their master’s papers under her 
direction and many of them have been her 
advisees. They consistently give her high 
marks for her teaching ability and they fre- 
quently consult her on career plans. Truly 
she has served the School well in a variety 
of ways during her three decades as a fa- 
culty member. 

| am happy now to present Miss Kalp to 
this audience and to President Nancy 
Fogarty who will make a presentation to her 
on behalf of all of us. 

Miss Kalp received a Carolina Rocking 
Chair. Mrs. Fogarty then added: “it is typi- 
cal of the basic modesty of Miss Freeman 
and Miss Kalp that they asked for no gifts 
for themselves but for contributions to the 


Akers Scholarship Fund. The Alumni 
Board wouldn't hear to that proposal com- 
pletely, but they did agree that they would 
purchase modest gifts and use the re- 
mainder for the Akers Scholarship. You will 
be pleased to hear that the total amount 
was over $2,000.” 

Dean Holley continued: 

In ways from which the School will con- 
tinue to benefit long after they have ceased 
an active day-to-day role in its affairs, Miss 
Freeman's and Miss Kalp’s achievements 
will be recognized as notable contributions 
to our development as one of the best lib- 
rary schools in the country. We can only be 
grateful that they have worked so tirelessly 
and so well for the advancement of our 
profession and we extend our best wishes 
for a leisurely and happy retirement.

ALUMNI DAY ADDRESS 
Edward G. Holley, Dean 
April 30, 1977 


Last year, when | spoke to you, | noted 
that our faculty had been heavily involved in 
the celebration of the American Library As- 
sociation’s Centennial Year through re- 
search, writing, and speaking. The actual 
centennial conference was yet to come 
when we assembled in Chapel Hill last Ap- 
ril, and, because of the death of President 
Allie Beth Martin, your speaker had more 
responsibilities than he had originally an- 
ticipated. Yet in looking back on that splen- 
did occasion, so filled with the zest and 
enthusiasm for our profession and the 
achievements which brought us to that 
week in Chicago in July, | am satisfied that 
President Martin would have been pleased 
with the climax of her planning efforts and 
the sense of renewal which resulted from 
them. For she knew, as did many of us, that 
it was a good time to call attention to the 
record of accomplishments of the librarians 
during this past century and communicate 
to all of us a new sense of commitment to 
“user-oriented library and information ser- 
vice for all,” a goal to which she had de- 
voted her professional life. Despite a few 
cynics and critics, who saw in the celebra- 
tion a misplaced piety and inhibiting nostal- 
gia, most librarians clearly enjoyed the ALA 
Centennial Conference, for they recognize 
the importance of symbolism in our lives. 
Let me add that the intervening year has 
seen the culmination of many publications 
by the faculty which were stimulated by that 
occasion, especially the efforts of Professor 
Emeritus Jerrold Orne, Professor McMul- 
len, and Professor and Mrs. Gambee. 

To no one’s surprise the ALA Committee 
on Accreditation announced at that same 
Chicago conference that the School of Lib- 
rary Science at the University of North 
Carolina at Chapel Hill had been reaccredi- 
ted. The faculty believe that the Self Study 
for accreditation was a useful process, that 
it gave us data on which to continue to plan 
a better program, and that we had an excel- 
lent visiting team. Their evaluative report 
was studied carefully and we shall be incor- 
porating some of their recommendations 
into our plans for the future. 

In November, 1976, at an oversub- 
scribed luncheon at the biennial conference 
of SELA, Charles H. Stevens and Cora Paul 
Bomar read testimonials to the good work 
of Jean Freeman and Margaret Kalp over 
their many years of service to the School 
and President Nancy Fogarty presented 
both of them honorary life memberships in 
the School of Library Science Alumni As- 
sociation. Mr. Stevens’ and Ms. Bomar’s 
remarks will appear in News from Chapel 
Hill in the near future. All of us had a good 


time and the attendance and gift-giving 
today are indicative of the genuine affection 
this School’s alumni feel for Miss Freeman 
and Miss Kalp. 

Your School had another celebration late 
in 1976 which fittingly came at the conclu- 
sion of ALA’s centennial year. We had 
scarcely finished the celebration of ALA’s 
Official birthday in Philadelphia on October 
6 when plans for the celebration of Louis 
Round Wilson Centennial Day accelerated. 
With the active support and encourage- 
ment of Chancellor Ferebee Taylor, the 
School of Library Science and the Univer- 
sity Library joined forces to sponsor two 
major symposia honoring our founder’s 
centenary. In the morning we had a splen- 
did paper on “Library Education in the 
Southeast Since World War Il,” by Dr. Jack 
Dalton and reactions to that paper by 
alumna Dr. Mary Edna Anders and Dean 
Virginia Lacy Jones of Atlanta University. In 
the afternoon alumnus Herman Fussler, 
Martin A. Ryerson Distinguished Service 
Professor of Library Science at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, delivered a paper on “Uni- 
versity Libraries and Change.” To his paper 
former faculty member Robert B. Downs, 
Guy R. Lyle, and Stephen A. McCarthy, 
responded. Both events drew record 
crowds to this ballroom. They were followed 
by a notable alumni association reception in 
the Library Science Library. All of us were 
delighted when, at the last moment, it was 
possible for Miss Akers to join us for that 
event. Incidentally, this year is the 50th an- 
niversary of the first edition of Miss Akers’ 
Simple Library Cataloging, a sixth edition 
of which has just appeared under other au- 
thorship. You might want to visit the exhibit 
Ms. Nielsen has prepared in the Library 
Science Library for this occasion. Now | 
have a few slides of Wilson Day and would 
like to show them to you at this time. 

In the evening Chancellor Taylor enter- 
tained colleagues from near and far with a 
dinner honoring Dean Wilson. At that time 
he received awards from three national as- 
sociations, including the Melvil Dewey 
Medal presented by the ALA President 
Clara Jones, and was declared one of 
Carolina’s priceless gems by UNC Alumni 
Association President Grace Hamrick. To 
my surprise and delight, Ms. Clara Jones 
announced that the Edmonds Foundation 
was establishing a Louis Round Wilson 
Scholarship in the amount of $1,000 for the 
School of Library Science. You will be 
happy to know that the recipient of the first 
Louis Round Wilson Scholarship will be 
alumna Jo Ann Bell, Health Sciences Libra- 
rian at East Carolina University, who will 
enter our new doctoral program this fall. 

So many celebrations in one year are 
rather heady for those of us who live rather 
ordinary lives most of the time. | believe | 
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express the general sentiment of the more 
than 400 persons who attended the Wilson 
Day ceremonies when | say that it was truly 
a landmark experience in our professional 
lives. The proceedings of the symposia are 
now at the press and should be published in 
mid-May. If you would like to receive acopy, 
at no cost, would you please give me your 
name and address after the luncheon? | 
also might mention that the ALA Yearbook 
and the Journal of Library History will fea- 
ture articles on Wilson Day later this spring. 

Publishing was certainly one of our major 
activities. In addition to the proceedings, 
the University Library published an up-to- 
date bibliography, while Frances Weaver, a 
student in the School and an assistant in the 
Southern Historical Collection, published a 
supplement to Maurice F. Tauber’s biog- 
raphical sketch of Dean Wilson. Ms. 
Weaver has recently completed her mas- 
ter’s paper entitled “An Analytical Descrip- 
tion of the Papers of Louis Round Wilson 
Which Relate to the History of Professional 
Librarianship in the United States.” Her 
paper is an invaluable contribution to the 
study of Louis Round Wilson’s contribu- 
tions to the library profession and will have 
continuing usefulness as an index to this 
major collection of source material in libra- 
rianship. 

Other faculty members continued their 
own projects during the year with Dr. 
Roper’s book on Alfred William Pollard ap- 
pearing in the fall, articles by Professor 
McMullen and the Gambee’s in A Century 
of Service from ALA, a lengthy article by 
Professor Broadus on “The Application of 
Citation Analysis to Library Collection Build- 
ing,” Professor Emeritus Orne’s third edi- 
tion of Language of the Foreign Book 
Trade, my “ALA at 100” for the ALA Year- 
book, and, with Dr. Roper and others, Re- 
sources of South Carolina Libraries, and 
Professor Kingsbury’s “Leisure in Chil- 
dren’s Literature.” Certainly scholarship 
flourished at the School last year. 

| cannot conclude this recitation of faculty 
achievements without noting Professor 
Asheim’s selection to receive the ALA’s 
most prestigious award, the Joseph W. Lip- 
pincott Award, and his election to the posi- 
tion of President of the Library Education 
Division. As the presiding officer at the In- 
augural Banquet, | was especially pleased 
to have the pleasure of presenting the Lip- 
pincott Award personally to Dr. Asheim. | 
should also note that Dr. Gambee is the 
incoming Chairperson of the American Lib- 
rary History Round Table and that Dr. Mary 
Kingsbury was elected to the Newbery- 
Caldecott Award Jury for 1977. 

When first | came before this Association 
in 1972 | mentioned that we had been talk- 
ing about a doctoral program in library sci- 
ence at Carolina for twenty-five years. | 


thought we ought either to quit talking about 
it or get on with it. After two years of careful 
preparation and guiding the document 
through a variety of official channels, we 
were happy to receive the UNC Governing 
Board’s approval of our doctoral program 
on October 8, 1976. Not only did the Board 
approve the program but they actually gave 
us alittle money to get started! We received 
funds for a part-time assistant dean anda 
new associate professorship. As you are 
already aware, Dr. Fred W. Roper was ap- 
pointed Assistant Dean effective January 
15, 1977. As one of our students said to me, 
“My only hesitation about Dr. Roper’s be- 
coming assistant dean is that he will not be 
able to be as heavily involved in the teach- 
ing program; he is an excellent teacher.” All 
of us recognize that Fred is one of our most 
effective teachers but we also wanted him 
to have his chance at administration. | as- 
sure you that he will not be less interested in 
students in his new position. With Miss 
Freeman’s retirement, Dr. Roper’s ap- 
pointment is an added indication of the fact 
that the burdens on the School's office staff 
are increasing and that we need to reor- 
ganize the staff to take care of the added 
workload. | would like for Dr. Roper to stand 
now so that you could recognize him offi- 
cially as your new assistant dean. 

This year Miss Freeman, Dr. Finks, and 
Miss Kalp will be leaving the faculty. Their 
loss will be keenly felt, but | believe that you 
will be impressed with two new faculty 
members who will join us next year. Dr. 
Marilyn Miller, nationally known for her work 
in school librarianship/media centers, will 
join us in August as Associate Professor of 
Library Science. Announcement of her ap- 
pointment has been made this week. Dr. 
Kay Maloney, whose expertise is in public 
services and reference work, will teach for 
us during the second summer term and 
continue next fall as Associate Professor of 
Library Science. We shall still have two fa- 
culty vacancies which we will attempt to fill 
by the fall, 1978. | might state that with Dr. 
Miller, Dr. Kingsbury, and Dr. Steinfirst we 
will have one of the strongest faculties in 
school, children’s, and young people’s work 
of any school in the country. 

In addition to scholarship, teaching, and 
professional association work, the faculty 
have participated in numerous continuing 
education workshops sponsored by NCLA, 
the State library, and library staff associa- 
tions. April seems to have been unusually 
busy in this respect. 

Part-time faculty who have been added 
this year include Dr. Paul S. Koda, Curator 
of Rare Books, who has become Adjunct 
Assistant Professor and will teach the 
Seminar in Rare Books each year; Dr. Joe 
W. Hewitt, an alumnus and Associate Uni- 
versity Librarian for Technical Services, 


who will become Adjunct Associate Profes- 
sor and teach a seminar in Technical Ser- 
vices each year; and Ridley R. Kessler, Jr., 
Federal Documents Librarian, who, as Lec- 
turer, is teaching our course in Government 
Publications. Dr. Mattie U. Russell, Curator 
of Manuscripts and Archives at Duke Uni- 
versity, has continued with us for her ninth 
year as the teacher of our course, Administ- 
ration of Manuscripts and Archival Collec- 
tions. This fall, on a temporary basis, Ms. 
Eleanor Broadus, for ten years a staff 
member at Northern Illinois, will teach the 
cataloging and classification section of the 
Block and Mr. James McClure, Research 
Associate from the Carolina Population 
Center, will help with our program language 
section of the Block and other computer 
projects. 

While talking about the faculty for the fu- 
ture, | should also like to introduce you to 
the two faculty members who came to us 
this year for the first time. Dr. Robert N. 
Broadus came to us from Northern Illinois 
University and has been teaching in the 
area of materials selection, collection de- 
velopment, and national and trade biblio- 
graphy. He has also prepared three prop- 
osals on the humanities and the public lib- 
rary under a feasibility grant from the Na- 
tional Endowment for the Humanities. 
Many of you have studied his book, Se/ect- 
ing Materials for Libraries, published by the 
H.W. Wilson Company in 1973 and cited by 
one reviewer as that rarity among reference 
books, one that is readable. 

Dr. Susan Steinfirst, whom many of you 
met this morning at the workshop, came to 
us as Assistant Professor of Library Sci- 
ence after completing her doctorate at the 
University of Pittsburgh. Her dissertation is 
a history of the alphabet book and she is 
currently working on a text on children’s 
literature with Margaret Hodges. As a 
teacher and chairperson of the Student- 
Faculty Committee, Susan is already mak- 
ing a contribution to the School and | know 
that she will continue to do so. 

Now the presence of an excellent faculty 
at your School has a direct connection with 
our ability to compete with our peer institu- 
tions in the country in the matter of oppor- 
tunities for research and professional 
growth, the presence of a challenging 
group of students, intellectual discourse 
with faculty in other disciplines, and our abil- 
ity to be competitive in the matter of 
salaries. You will note that | place the 
monetary factor last, for | believe the other 
factors are more important for those whose 
chief commitment is to the life of the mind. 
But financial rewards are not unimportant 
and it is idle to pretend that an excellent 
faculty can be attracted or kept here without 
those rewards. Some of you have doubt- 
less seen some of the scare headlines in 
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the local newspapers. If | had been writing 
those stories | would have written them 
somewhat differently. The facts are these. 
The Board of Governors is asking for a fa- 
culty salary increase of ten per cent in 
1977-78 and another ten per cent in 1978- 
79. To most people that seems like a lot of 
money - and it is. What bothers me is that 
the general public does not understand the 
basis upon which the request was made. 
So | am going to pass out some charts 
which may indicate to you why we believe 
the request is not only justified but still is 
modest because we won't keep up with in- 
flation even if we get it. From the chart you 
will see that we kept up salary-wise from 
1970 to 1974, the year the legislature gave 
us only .96 per cent for salary increases. 
How could one bad year make such a dif- 
ference? The chart provides the answer: 
continuing inflation. If we receive salary in- 
crease money in the amount of 6.5 per cent 
as recommended by the Advisory Budget 
Commission, we will do very little to close 
the gap. On the other hand, while the Board 
of Governors request will not wholly close 
the gap, it will reduce it substantially. And | 
should mention that the year most of the 
faculty got no increase, employees on the 
state salary schedule and school teachers 
got their regular step increases. So faculty 
have seen more erosion of their position 
than might appear from the lack of data 
you've seen in the newspapers. All of us, in 
whatever libraries or library schools, con- 
tinue to have similar problems with inflation. 
What | wanted to do with this chart was to 
acquaint you with the facts so that you could 
inform your users, friends, legislators that 
the 10 per cent increase being requested 
each year of the next biennium is not the 
approach of unreasonable people but does 
indeed have a basis in fact. Any help you 
Can give us in spreading this word would be 
very.much appreciated. 

Many of you have been interested in our 
twelve-hour Block curriculum and how it 
has worked out. This spring, as promised, 
Dr. Martin Dillon, Coordinator of the Block, 
and the coordinating committee for the 
Block conducted a three-year evaluation of 
the Block with the participation of the fac- 
ulty, the current students, and those stu- 
dents who have graduated from the prog- 
ram. Simply stated the evaluation was posi- 
tive, though there are sections which need 
improving. There is no question that the 
Block has achieved its goal of providing the 
student with an introduction to the basic 
material in library science as well as fun- 
damental skills in our field and that it does 
so more effectively than the cum ome 
and duplicative seven required courses 
which we had before. The evaluation is very 
firm on those points. If you are interested in 
the evaluation, copies can be made availa- 


ble to you on interlibrary loan. 

Because our concept of the integrated 
core curriculum is attracting such attention 
across the country, we decided to hold a 
workshop this spring with two other schools 
which have experimented with a similar ap- 
proach: Drexel and the University of South 
Carolina. A workshop seemed better than 
continuing to answer countless letters or 
entertain numerous colleagues who came 
to see the Block program in operation. At 
UNC we never intended to become the 
great innovators of library education in the 
country. We merely wanted to make our 
own program better. That our efforts have 
attracted national attention has pleased us, 
and we are happy to share both our suc- 
cesses and our failures with our colleagues 
elsewhere. One of our workshop particip- 
ants asked me, “Are you going to share the 
results of your evaluation with us?” to 
which, | responded, “Of course.” “Good,” 
she said, “my faculty colleagues said | 
wouldn't learn anything substantive from 
this workshop and you certainly wouldn't 
show us your evaluative materials.” Call it 
ego, call it arrogance, call it self-confidence, 
call it whatever you will, the attitude of the 
faculty is that (1) we are quite serious about 
our curriculum (2) we are learners together 
with our students and colleagues in the 
field, (3) we have produced a revised prog- 
ram that serves us reasonably well, (4) 
there are strengths and weaknesses in this 
approach just as there are in any curricular 
program, and (5) that we are not afraid to 
submit the facts, positive and negative, toa 
candid world. Fortunately our friends from 
Drexel and South Carolina felt the same 
way. We were not here to sell anybody any- 
thing. In a collegial atmosphere we were 
here to share what we had learned with 
those who were interested in what we'd 
been up to these past few years. 

Anyway, the workshop was held here in 
Chapel Hill on March 6-8 and attracted rep- 


resentatives from 31 accredited library 
schools and 9 other schools. Geographic 
spread was good too, with a number of 
schools west of the Mississippi being rep- 
resented. The general evaluation of the 
workshop was positive and, despite the fact 
that the faculty had to give up two days of 
their spring vacation, we all feel that the 
presentations, the discussions, the ques- 
tions and answers, were helpful to us as 
well as those who came to participate. 

I’m not going to speak in detail about 
some other matters such as financial aid. 
We had another good year on that score, 
with over half our students receiving some 
kind of financial assistance. The state of 
Virginia continued their $1,500 tuition 
grants for Virginia residents of which we 
had a record number of 21, temporary as- 
sistantships from the Wilson Library num- 
bered 16 in addition to the 19 regular assis- 
tantships. This year we raised the amount 
of the Akers Scholarship to $1,000, thanks 
to the generous contributions of the alumni. 
As of the fall, the Akers Fund Endowment 
was more than $18,000 and after your re- 
cent generous gifts is now approaching 
$20,000. We have signed a new contract 
with the Environmental Protection Agency 
which assures us up to 13 half time assis- 
tantships at a salary of $4,774 for the twelve 
months of 1977 with an option to renew for 
1978 and 1979. In August, 1976, at his re- 
quest, Dr. Herman H. Henkle relinquished 
faculty supervision of this excellent 
clinical/work study program and Dr. Evelyn 
Moore assumed that responsibility. We are 
grateful to Dr. Henkle for his two years of 
service in getting us started. 

In addition to our Louis Round Wilson 
Scholarship the Graduate School has 
awarded a $3,000 Alumni Fellowship to 
Arlene Dowell for doctoral study next year 
and has offered a University Research As- 
sistantship to one of our master’s applic- 
ants. Both have accepted.

What | would like to do now is talk briefly 
about a problem which seems to be un- 
usual among library schools these days: 
our continuing flood of applicants. Each 
year since | have been Dean we have had 
to stop accepting students earlier in the 
year. When we stopped this year we still 
had approximately 150 applications in pro- 
cess. Our decision of six years ago to keep 
enrollment at roughly 150 students per year 
means that we normally admit about 100 
new students a year, 45 in the summer and 
55 in the fall. We have accepted a few more 
than that each year in an attempt to assure 
an adequate number for a stable program. 
Despite our efforts to select the best candi- 
dates, to be fair to everyone, and to take 
students on a first-come first-served basis, 
our process is breaking down. | pose the 
questions: “What should be our attitude to- 
ward admissions?” “Should we wait and 
accept only the superior students after all 
the applications are in?” “Should we raise 
the admissions standards again?” “What 
about the student who may be highly moti- 
vated but did not do well on the Graduate 
Record Exam or whose undergraduate 
grade point average may be poor?” Last fall 
the average GRE score for those enrolled in 
the library school for the first time was 1153. 
The average GPA was 3.43 on a 4.0 scale. 
Each of these individuals also had out- 
standing recommendations from at least 
three people who knew them well. Is it wise 
to accept those less well qualified who may 
have difficulty competing with these super- 
bly qualified students? Unfortunately we 
had to turn down many individuals who 
would unquestionably have been accepted 
in earlier days. That is a matter of concern 
to me and the Admissions Committee. 
Moreover there are many students coming 
to library school now who already have 
master’s degrees or doctor’s degrees in 
other fields. Our attitude toward their ad- 


mission has been neutral. We neither dis- 
criminate in their favor nor against them. 
What should be our policy? | confess to you 
that | have a personal bias in favor of ac- 
cepting the best students and those most 
likely to assume leadership roles in the lib- 
rary profession, and | have a bias against 
dilettantes who are seeking a soft cushy 9 
to 5 job. However, | also am very sympathe- 
tic to students who change to librarianship 
as a second career choice. As Dr. Agnes 
Reagan demonstrated twenty years ago 
librarianship has traditionally been recep- 
tive to those for whom it has been a second 
choice and some of them have achieved 
distinction in our field. A recent article by 
Rush Miller in College and Research Lib- 
raries states that employers are very favor- 
ably disposed toward librarians with addi- 
tional subject degrees, while Allan Cartter’s 
Ph.D.’s and the Academic Labor Market 
indicates we will have more humanities 
doctorates seeking other opportunities in 
the next decade. How do we sort out all 
these diverse qualities and characteristics 
and decide which 100 out of the 300 or so 
who apply every year can benefit most from 
the UNC program and contribute the most 
to librarianship after they graduate? 

This is our dilemma. | must say that it’s 
one with which I’m happy to wrestle as op- 
posed to the declining list of applicants 
which some of our colleagues are ex- 
periencing elsewhere. From students | 
have had in class and have advised, | have 
no doubt that the students we are graduat- 
ing have tremendous potential for advanc- 
ing the field of librarianship. Just last even- 
ing the Epsilon Chapter of Beta Phi Mu 
announced its award to Kathryn Men- 
denhall as the student with the highest 
scholastic average last year. Ms. Men- 
denhall has also been selected for the Lib- 
rary of Congress Internship next year, one 
of six out of twenty-two interviewed. We’ve 


had more than our share of students 
selected for internships at LC, the National 
Library of Medicine and other places. 
Clearly we are doing some things right. Yet! 
am not wholly satisfied that we can’t do a 
better job of admissions and | certainly sol- 
icit your ideas and your assistance in deal- 
ing with this problem. 

Finally, let me talk about the job market. It 
continues to be tight and will likely get 
tighter. In August, 1976, we passed the 
2,000 mark in alumni, and we are adding to 
that number about 100 graduates per year. 
We are fortunate, though, that the Univer- 
sity Placement Office now has a profes- 
sional librarian, Ms. Pat Carpenter, one of 
our graduates, whose specific responsibil- 
ity includes placement for the library school. 
Already we can detect a difference in the 
way our students are receiving information 
on jobs and being helped to find jobs by the 
Placement Office. We hope you will con- 
tinue to let us Know about job openings in 
your libraries. Many of our students want to 
stay in North Carolina and contribute to its 
progress. Others welcome opportunities to 
seek employment in different localities. We 
are trying to be realistic about the job mar- 
ket, hence our decision not to increase and 
perhaps even to consider decreasing en- 
rollment, but we do want to place those 
students who come to us. Your libraries 
need their talents and they need to be 
placed where they can continue to learn 
and can begin to make contribution to our 
profession. So help us wherever you can. 

The year has gone so fast that | can 
scarcely believe that it’s over and that we've 
accomplished so much. | could not con- 
clude these remarks without thanking all of 
you for your continued encouragement, 
support, and friendship. The next few years 
will continue to provide all the challenges 
we can stand and maybe more. Some of 
our colleagues have said that the School of 


Library Science at UNC is the Chicago of 
the seventies. Flattered as we are with that 
designation by our friends, and excited as 
we are by the prospects, | am aware of what 
one of my former mentors at Illinois said of 
the encomiums on the occasion of her re- 
tirement: “It’s all right if you don't inhale.” 
Well, maybe just a little bit. The future for all 
of higher education, including library educa- 
tion, willnot be easy. Those glorious days of 
continual expansion as experienced in the 
sixties are over and probably will not return 
in our lifetime. That presents us with new 
challenges to target our resources carefully 
and be more alert to new opportunities for 
applying librarian skills to the problems of 
our society. So | do not despair. The library 
school has along tradition of excellence, as 
is apparent from the article on its history 
which just appeared in Encyclopedia of 
Library and Information Science. We in- 
tend to maintain that excellence as we look 
ahead. We are aware of our need to do 
many things: to continue our research prog- 
ram, to continue curriculum revision at the 
Master's level, to launch the doctoral prog- 
ram successfully, to place our students 
well, to provide expertise to the field 
through workshops and professional activ- 
ity, and to do this within the relatively limited 
resources likely to be available to us. Under 
these circumstances, perhaps it is approp- 
riate to close with a remark made by Vir- 
ginia Lacy Jones on Wilson Day, “The 
prospects never looked brighter and the 
problems never looked tougher.”

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Active in professional association activ- 
ity, Ms. Miller has served as President of the 
Kansas Association of School Librarians 
and the Kansas Library Association, Chair- 
person of the American Library Associa- 
tion’s Awards Committee and its Encyc- 
lopaedia Britannica Elementary School Lib- 
rary Award Jury, and as Regional Director, 
American Association of School Librarians. 
She has recently completed aterm as Pres- 
ident of the Michigan Association for Media 
in Education, and is currently a member of 
the ALA Council and the ALA Children’s 
Services Division Board of Directors. 

In announcing the appointment Dean 
Edward G. Holley said that “Dr. Marilyn Mil- 
ler is undoubtedly one of the leaders in the 
school library/media center field. Col- 
leagues at Western Michigan have spoken 
highly of her teaching ability while our own 
faculty have been impressed by the con- 
tributions she has made to school librarian- 
ship both in practice and in association ac- 
tivity.

DR. J. PERIAM DANTON, author of 
Book Selection and Collections: A Com- 
parison of German and American Univer-

GOLDEN ANNIVERSARY OF 
A CATALOGING CLASSIC 


Fifty years ago Dr. Susan Grey Akers, 
director and later dean of the School of 
Library Science at the University of North 
Carolina at Chapel Hill from 1932-1954, 
wrote Simple Library Cataloging. 

This spring the book which has been 
translated into four foreign languages, went 
into its sixth edition with the new title, Akers’ 
Simple Library Cataloging. Akers, who is 
retired and living in Chapel Hill, revised the 
book four times, most recently in 1969. 

The current edition was done by Arthur 
Curley, assistant director of the Detroit Pub- 
lic Library, and Jane Varleja, former head of 
the audiovisual department of the Montclair 
(N.J.) Free Public Library. 

The book was first written and designed 
to help librarians at small libraries under- 
stand and install efficient cataloging sys- 
tems. In 1956 Miss Akers was awarded the 
American Library Association's Margaret 
Mann Citation for her work affecting 
“cataloging practices of thousands of small 
libraries throughout the country.” 

According to the publishers, the Scare- 
crow Press (Metuchen, N.J.), the new edi- 
tion explains complicated matters in ‘terms 
as clear, precise and understandable as 
Ms. Akers used.” 

Miss Akers was the first woman to be- 
come an academic dean at UNC-CH. She 
was a member of the first faculty of the 
UNC-CH School of Library Science and be- 
came acting director upon Louis Round 
Wilson’s departure for the deanship at the 
University of Chicago in 1932. 

She remained acting director for three 
years and was named director in 1936. In 
1942 her title was changed to dean and in 
1954 she became dean emerita and taught 
on a part-time basis until 1959. Miss Akers, 
a graduate of the University of Chicago, 
was the second woman and the fourth per- 
son to receive the Ph.D. in library science in 
the United States. 

According to Dr. Edward G. Holley, pre- 
sent dean of the school, Miss Akers led the 
school through the Depression and World 
War II, securing rare foundation funds at 
that time to keep the school in operation. 
After the war she took leave from her duties 
as dean and traveled to Tokyo and Tehran 
(Iran) at the invitation of the U.S. Govern- 
ment to train librarians and organize library 
systems there.

fessor of Philosophy and Public Affairs, 
Columbia University. Each paper will have 
two readers, one a scholar in the 
humanities and another a public librarian. 
Professor Lester Asheim, William Rand 
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Kenan, uJr., Professor of Library Science at 
UNC-CH, will summarize the discussions at 
a concluding session on Tuesday evening, 
March 7. 

The NEH grant was the result of a feasi- 
bility study conducted by Professor 
Broadus in the fall, 1976. According to 
Dean Edward G. Holley, “The interest of 
NEH in public libraries and the Endow- 
ment’s increasing attention to the vital role 
of the humanities in public life suggest the 
timeliness of a conference which will ad- 
dress the role of the humanities in the public 
library. Professor Broadus has consulted 
numerous individuals in the public library 
field as well as humanities scholars and 
NEH officials in the state-based programs 
in developing plans for this conference. The 
meeting holds considerable promise for 
mapping out areas of mutual interest and 
concern as public librarians plan their prog- 
ress for the next decade.” 


BIBLIOGRAPHY OF 
DISCOGRAPHY PUBLISHED 

Michael H. Gray, 1972, is co-author with 
Gerald Gibson of the Bibliography of 
Discography, Volume 1, Classical Music, 
1925-1975, published this fall by Bowker. 
Mr. Gray is also editor of the Journal of the 
Association of Recorded Sound Collec- 
tions and Music Librarian for the Voice of 
America, Washington, D.C. The volume 
lists and provides basic information on 
more than 3,000 discographies of classical 
music published in American, European 
and Russian journals between 1927 and 
1975.

Students selected for this pro- 
gram must be nominated by their library 
school faculty and finalists are selected 
after interviews by a committee at the Lib- 
rary of Congress.

The field of oral history has been 
brought to the attention of the general 
reader with the publication of such 
books as Eliot Wigginton’s Foxfire Book, 
Merle Miller’s Plain Speaking: An Oral 
Biography of Harry S. Truman, and 
Studs Terkel’s Working: People Talk 
About What They Do All Day and How 
They Feel About What They Do. |In each 
case the author/editor relied on a tape 
recorder to capture the thoughts and 
feelings of human experience. 

Thirty years ago, when Allan Nevins 
established an Oral History Research 
office at Columbia University, did he 
begin a new sub-profession, or did he 
simply introduce a new method of 
historical research? /s it anew method 
or can it be traced back to Herodotus? 
What differentiates oral history from re- 
corded trivia? These and many more 
questions will be addressed at the Alum- 
ni workshop to be held Saturday mor- 
ning, April 29, 1978, at the School of 
Library Science. 

Oral history programs are found in 
schools, public libraries, and on the 
academic campus. Representatives of 
programs from these areas will be pre- 
sent at the workshop to describe 
selected projects in North Carolina and 
to exchange ideas and _ information 
about the goals, methods, and sub- 
stance of oral history. 

The first part of the workshop will be 
devoted to a general meeting of all 
participants. The second part of the 
workshop will be given to special interest 
groups. Tentative plans include interest 
groups for: 1) “hands-on” audiotaping 
and videotaping of an interview; 2) the 
relationship of the public library to the 
local historical society.

TWO LECTURES 


The School of Library Science spon- 
sored two public lectures in January and 
February, 1978: 


HOLLEY ON COPYRIGHT 


On Wednesday, January 25, 1978, Dean 
Edward G. Holley spoke on “The New 
Copyright Law: Some Rights and Res- 
ponsibilities for Teachers and Librar- 
ians.” As a former President of the 
American Library Association (ALA) and 
as the Chairperson of the ALA Copyright 
Committee, Holley was heavily involved 
in various discussions with publishers 
concerning copyright revision before 
the new law was enacted. Recently, he 
has been working with various ALA 
committees and other groups in plans 
for the implementation of the Copyright 
Law of 1976 (PL-94-553). He was a 
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committee member of a coalition of 
Library associations which presented 
testimony on library photocopying 
before the Commission on New Tech- 
nological Uses of Copyrighted Works in 
Washington on October 21, 1978. 


DE GENNARO ON 
UNIVERSITY LIBRARIES 


On Wednesday, February 15, 1978, 
Richard de Gennaro, Director of 
Libraries at the University of Penn- 
sylvania, spoke on “New Directions in 
University Libraries.” Former Associate 
University Librarian for Systems De- 
velopment at Harvard University, de 
Gennaro has been Director of Libraries 
at Pennsylvania since 1971. He has a 
broad background in computer systems 
and building planning, and has recently 
written extensively on the topic of finan- 
cial austerity and academic libraries. His 
latest article, “Copyright, Resource 
Sharing, and Hard Times: A View from 
the Field,” won the first-place $1,000 
Award in the American Libraries Prize 
Article Competition.

Miss Margaret Ellen Kalp, former Dean 
and Associate Professor Emerita, died at 
N.C. Memorial Hospital on April 26, 1978 
from pulmonary emboli following sur- 
gery. Services, which were held at 
Walker Funeral Home in Chapel hill on 
April 30, were* conducted by Dean 
Edward G. Holley. Assistant Dean Fred 
Roper, Miss Cora Paul Bomar, and Miss 
Jane Wright accompanied Miss Kalp’s 
body to Mount Pleasant, Pennsylvania, 
where interment took place in the Kalp 
family plot on May 1. 

Of Miss Kalp UNC President William 
Friday said “Margaret Kalp served the 
University faithfully and well. Those of 
us privileged to be her friend will greatly 
miss this gracious lady.” UNC-CH 
Provost J. Charles Morrow said Miss 
Kalp “served with great effectiveness as 
a professor and administrator. The Un- 
iversity and her colleagues are much in 
her debt for her leadership, dedication 


and able services.” 

A native of Middletown, NY and a 
graduate of Douglass College, Miss Kalp 
received her M.A. degree in library 
science from the University of Michigan. 
She also studied at Rutgers University 
and the University of Chicago. Before 
joining the UNC faculty she taught at the 
Hampton Institute Library School and at 
George Peabody College.

Association honored Margaret Kalp on 
the occasion of her retirement. That day 
of celebration should be remembered by 
us, for it was a day to which Miss Kalp 
had looked forward with great anticipa- 
tion. She had enjoyed her work, she had 
achieved notable success in her profes- 
sion, and she had earned the admiration 
and respect of her colleagues, but she 
was determined to retire so that she 
could enjoy some of her other activities 
at amore leisurely pace. Those of us who 
have been privileged to be close to her 
during this past year are well aware of 
how much she enjoyed her retirement, 
and how fully she appreciated the 
freedom from schedules which retire- 
ment made possible for her. She con- 
tinued her interest in the School, the 
University, her clubs and associations, 
and each one of us. We were each made 
better for the occasional sharing of 
lunch at the Carolina Inn, her presence 
at the various alumni activities, and the 
touch of humor and laughter that she 
brought to our lives. 

For Margaret Kalp had a sense not 
only of life’s problems, but also of its 
ironies, self-contradictions, and com- 
edy. Who can forget the photograph of 
Margaret laughing as she sat in the 
Carolina Rocker the alumni gave her last 
year (News from Chapel Hill, Spring 
1977)? Or her appreciation of those who 
came to honor her? Margaret enjoyed 
the tributes paid to her during her final 
year of active service, but she was not 
awed by them. | well remember standing 
by her when one of the alumni came up 
to express appreciation for the luncheon 
and for the few remarks | had made upon 
that occasion. Margaret, with that smile 
that came so easily and cheered us allso 
much, responded, “The dean does know 
how to turn a nice phrase.” That was 
Margaret: appreciative, modest, not 
quite self-deprecatory, but secure in the 
admiration and respect of her friends. 
Hers was no false modesty about her 
accomplishments, nor, on the other 
hand, an attempt to inflate them beyond 
their merit. She had the assurance of 
having done her job well, and the self- 
confidence to work steadily for the 
causes to which she had committed her 
time, her talents, and her money. 

And what a variety of causes there 
were over the years, especially the thirty 
years she served as teacher, full-time 
administrator, and part-time ad- 
ministrator of the UNC School of Library 
Science! 

As her friend, Cora Paul Bomar, in- 
dicated at one celebration, her first 


priority was her teaching and her 
students. The majority of the school 
librarians who have graduated from 
Chapel Hill completed their master’s 
papers under her direction. Most of them 
have been her advisees. One of them 
wrote an appreciative note for one of our 
national publications at the time of her 
retirement. She mentioned Miss Kalp’s 
organization of her class, her attention to 
the needs of the individual student, and 
her perception of how different types of 
library service complemented each 
other. The alumna closed her remarks 
with regret at Miss Kalp’s retirement and 
hoped the School would find a suitable 
replacement, since she thought Miss 
Kalp’s course had prepared her so well 
for her current position. Like the alumna 
just mentioned, many of her students 
consistently gave her high marks for her 
teaching ability and they frequently con- 
sulted her about their career plans. 

Then there was administration—not 
quite so much a cause with Miss Kalp as 
an obligation. She made no bones about 
disliking administration, but she loyally 
assumed the position of Acting Dean, 
1964-67, and the onerous chores of 
Assistant Dean, December, 1973 to 
June, 1976. No actions she took more 
eloquently testify to her loyalty to the 
School and the University than did her 
assumption of those responsibilities. 

Her professional associations 
benefitted signigicantly from her strong 
participation until the last few years. She 
served the North Carolina Library 
Association as President, the American 
Library Association as a member of its 
Council, and the Association of 
American Library Schools and the 
American Association of School Librar- 
ians as a member of the Board of Direc- 
tors. 

On the local scene she was active in 
Delta Kappa Gamma, whose Alpha Pi 
Chapter she recently served as Presi- 
dent, and Altrusa. To enumerate the 
number of committees on which she 
served would be exhausting. All_ I’m 
saying is that Margaret Kalp worked hard 
for causes in which she believed, in- 
cluding lately, such issues as ecology 
and the Equal Rights Amendment. No 
one ought to let this celebration of her 
life occur without mentioning her 
memberhsip on the faculty of the Hamp- 
ton Institute Library School during the 
last two years of its existence, 1937-39, 
long before Civil Rights Legislation had 
been enacted. She had a keen apprecia- 
tion for each individual regardless of 
race, creed, or station in life. She was the

quiet, but forceful advocate for her 
beliefs and her support over a long 
period of time moved humane causes 
forward in unacknowledged, but impor- 
tant ways. 

A leader in her profession, an excellent 
teacher, a loyal administrator, a warm 
human being, a steadfast friend. That 
was Margaret Kalp. Her interest and 
encouragement were as apparent to the 
newcomer on the Chapel Hill scene as to 
those who had been her friends for 
years. As one colleague remarked to me 
this week, “Margaret was always there, 
with a ready smile, and encouraging 
word, a genuine interest in me and my 
career.” All of us shall miss her, and feela 
real void in our lives because she is no 
longer with us. But while she would 
appreciate our sense of loss and sym- 
pathize with us, Margaret Kalp would 
want us to carry onin our commitment to 
the causes in which she believed with 
diligence, honesty, and a sense of 
perspective about our human frailties. It 
is appropriate for us to celebrate her life. 
It is right for us to give thanks that we 
have known her friendship. And it is 
surely in our own best interests to 
remember her example in our tasks 
tomorrow, next month, and in the com- 
ing years.

LIBRARY SCIENCE FACULTY MEMBERS AND STUDENTS WRITE 
FOR 
DICTIONARY OF AMERICAN LIBRARY BIOGRAPHY 


Six faculty members and four students of the School of Library Science contributed 
23 biographical essays to the recently published Dictionary of American Library 
Biography. The Dictionary, a product of almost five years of effort, includes throughly 
researched and original biographies of “302 outstanding men and women who, in 
large measure, founded and built this country’s free public libraries, assembled 
monumental university and research collections, started school and special libraries, 
initiated pioneering ideas in library education, constructed irreplaceable 
bibliographic tools, forged national, regional, and state professional associations, and 
introduced to the library profession . . . asolid foundation for our present library and 
information networks.” Selection for inclusion in the DALB was made from criteria 
developed by a national advisory board which included two UNC-CH faculty 
members, Dean Edward G. Holley and Professor Haynes McMullen. To have been 
included, a biographee must have had national significance in the library and 
information field, achieved professional distinction, and must have been deceased as 
of June 30, 1976. 

Writing biogrophies of the twenty-three were Dean Holley, and Professors Haynes 
McMullen, Budd Gambee, Mary Kingsbury, Paul Koda, and Marilyn Miller. Students 
involved in the project included Davenport Robertson, now NIEHS Librarian, 
Research Triangle Park; Sandra Roscoe, now Assistant Reference Librarian, Universi- 
ty of Chicago; and Michael Wessells, now Researcher, Information Systems Section, 
Battelle Memorial Institute, Columbus, Ohio. Also writing a biography of North 
Carolinian Lillian Baker Griggs is Betty Young, Immediate Past President, School of 
Library Science Alumni Association, and Head, Circulation Department, East Campus 
Library, Duke University. 

In their preface to this major reference work, the editors note that, among the more 
than 200 contributors to the work “the extensive services rendered by a few of the 
contributors do stand out... as being of special importance to the final shape of the 
book,” and extend their appreciation to a few others who helped with problems of 
special difficulty. Included for special acknowledgement are UNC-CH Professors 
Gambee, Holley, and McMullen. 

Among the North Carolinians included in the Dictionary of American Library 
Biography, in addition to Ms. Griggs, North Carolina’s first professionally trained 
Librarian, Durham Public Library, Director of the North Carolina Library Commission, 
and Librarian of Woman's College, Duke University; are Mary Peacock Douglas, first 
state school library adviser in the North Carolina Department of Public Instruction, 
(written by Professor Mary Frances K. Johnson, UNC-Greensboro); Henry Harrisee, 
bibliographer of Americana and instructor UNC-CH, 1953-56, (by Davenport 
Robertson) and Charles Everett Rush, UNC-CH Librarian, 1941-54, (by Robert L. 
Logsdon). Also contributing a biography for the DALB is Chapel Hillian, Ruth 
Gambee. 

According to Dean Holley, “Those of us working in the field of library history have 
long needed a publication which would provide reliable information on the major 
figures in American librarianship. For that reason the publication of this 596 page 
DALB for librarians is a scholarly achievement of the first importance. Ranging from 
1,000 to 6,000 words, the articles in the Dictionary of American Library Biography will 
be the first source to which many of us will turn when we are looking for facts on 
specific individuals with the assurance that the sketches have been competently done. 
That will be a welcome relief after the long ordeals of searching through numerous 
obituaries, mug books, and emphemeral articles for similar materials. The editors, Dr. 
Bohdan Wynar, President of Libraries Unlimited, and his colleagues, Deans George S. 
Bobinski and Jesse H. Shera, are to be congratulated on undertaking the compilation 
of this much needed reference work and bringing it to a successful conclusion.”

ANSARI ON LIBRARY EDUCATION 


On Wednesday, March 15, 1978, Ms.

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JAPAN-HAWAII TRIP

At the invitation of the Japanese 
Ministry of Education (MONBUSHO), | 
spent two weeks in February, 1978, 
visiting national university libraries, con- 
sulting with university librarians and 
Ministry officials, and giving two public 
lectures on “What Lies Ahead for 
Academic Libraries in the United States” 
— one at the University of Kyoto and the 
other at the University of Tokyo. Since 
this was my first trip abroad, | was es- 
pecially pleased to be able to see so 
much in such a short time. Japanese 
colleagues were unfailingly courteous 
and patient. Moreover, they always had 
present someone who knew English well 
and could interpret for me, a necessity 
for someone who knew not a word of 
Japanese! 

One of my most memorable moments 
occurred at the conclusion of a luncheon 
with librarians from the Tokyo Gakugei 
(Liberal Arts) University. As we drove 
away from the restaurant, our hosts 
bowed from the waist in that traditional 
Japanese form of greeting and farewell. 

Another such occasion was a dinner 
hosted by the Director of the National 
Institute of Japanese Literature. At the 
conclusion of the dinner, one of Japan’s 
poets, Professor Kiyohiko Furukawa, 
gave a toast in which he noted that my 
name, Holley, in Japanese means “treas- 
ure comes.” He expressed the belief that 
this would be true of my visit and hoped | 
would share the treasure of my knowl- 
edge with my Japanese colleagues. That 
| had much to share seemed unlikely to 
me, for | had far too much to learn about 
librarians in that important country, but 
who would not be touched by such a 
charming toast from an imaginative 
poet?

Later when a MONBUSHO official 
asked me what had impressed me most 
about Japan, | said that in Japan there 
remained a kind of old fashioned cour- 
tesy and hospitality which seemed to me 
to be fast disappearing in my own coun- 
try. He laughed and said he thought it 
was probably also disappearing in his 
country, especially among the young — 
too much American influence, | suspect. 

Another surprise for the American 
visitor is how structured Japanese so- 
ciety is. That structure has implications 
for all types of organizations, including 
university libraries. Japanese students 
attend one of three types of universities: 
private, public, (comparable to our state 
universities), and national. Entrance to 
each of these types is based upon com- 
petitive examinations. Perhaps the most 
influential are the national universities, 
which train individuals for service in 
national government, just as the private 
universities primarily supply individuals 
for service in private industry (though 
this is an oversimplification). The uni- 
versities of Tokyo and Kyoto are the 
most prestigious and their programs 
have far reaching impact upon other uni- 
versities. | suppose we have no universi- 
ties whose impact on the higher edu- 
cation scene in this country can be com- 
pared to that of Kyoto and Tokyo. They 
are acknowledged leaders and ad- 
mission to their programs is eagerly 
sought. 

National universities are supported by 
the federal government, public universi- 
ties by the prefectures in which they are 
located, and private universities by 
private individuals. The national uni- 
versities are the direct responsibility of 
MONBUSHO, but it is also estimated that 
public universities receive 6 percent of 
their income from the central govern- 
ment and private universities receive ap- 
proximately 20 percent of their income 
from the same source (An interesting 
booklet, University Libraries in Japan, 
1977, in English, is available from MON- 
BUSHO.) 


Despite the central financing and con- 
trol, there is considerable autonomy on 
local campuses. In the national univer- 
sities all administrative officials, e.g. 
presidents, deans, directors of libraries, 
are elected from the ranks of the faculty 
for two to four-year terms with infre- 
quent reappointment. Currently there is 
no director of libraries in any university in 
Japan who is a professional librarian. 
The library directorship is largely an 
honorific post, much sought after, and 
carrying with it the perquisites of a car 
and a driver! My Japanese colleagues 


found it difficult to believe that in the Un- 
ited States the director of libraries is 
almost always a professional librarian. 

Library work within university librar- 
ies is carried out by a group of civil serv- 
ant librarians, most of them trained in an 
undergraduate program of ten to nine- 
teen hours. A few have advanced train- 
ing in the United States and the 
United Kingdom (Great Britain). Every 
year MONBUSHO sends two librarians 
abroad to study either in the United 
States or Western Europe. This year 
UNC-CH is privileged to have one of the 
two: Mr. Hirotoyo Ishii, Head of the Ac- 
quisitions Department at Tokyo Gakugei 
University. Mr. Ishii is an expert in com- 
puter operations in libraries. MON- 
BUSHO has a program for providing 
many national libraries with their own 
mini computers for routine, in-house ad- 
ministrative tasks. 

In addition to the undergraduate 
library science programs in many uni- 
versities, there have been two other 
significant library education programs: 
Keio University, a private university 
which has had strong support from foun- 
dations and librarians in the United 
States; and the Junior College of Li- 
brarianship, a component of the national 
educational system which has recently 
become the National College of 
Librarianship. Because the new National 
College will operate under MONBUSHO 
auspices, it’s influence on the future of 
librarianship in japan can be sub- 
stantial. It will provide a four-year com- 
bined general education program and 
professional library education. Under the 
presidency of Professor Tomoo Mat- 
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Library Officials and Dean Holley at the University of Tokyo 


suda, a distinguished Japanese scholar, 
the College will occupy a new campus at 
Tsukuba, just north of Tokyo; and ef- 
forts are now underway to restructure 
the curriculum and build a strong faculty. 
One of the faculty, Professor Tamiko 
Matsumura, was my chief interpreter 
while in Japan. She was a student of 
Professor Lester Asheim when he was at 
the University of Chicago. 

Another impression about Japanese 
universities is that they have smaller en- 
rollments, library holdings, and _ staff 
than U.S. universities. For example, 
there are about two million students in 
Japanese colleges and universities as 
opposed to 11.5 million students in the 
U.S. Moreover, about 80 percent of the 
students are in private universities as 
opposed to 20 percent in this country. 
Individual institutions tend to be smaller 
in size of student body and number of 
volumes. Although the University of 
Tokyo, Japan’s largest, has about 20,000 
students (the size of UNC-CH) and four- 
and-a-half million volumes, the average 
for the 83 national universities is about 
4500 students and a little over half a 
million volumes. Tokyo Gakugei Uni- 
versity would be about average, where- 
as “the Cal Tech of Japan,” Tokyo Insti- 
tute of Technology, has about 5400 stu- 
dents (1729 of whom are graduate stu- 
dents) and 375,000 volumes. Public uni- 
versities average about 1,600 students 
and 156,000 volumes while private uni- 
versities average about 4500 students 
and 137,000 volumes. In addition, the 
library systems tend to be highly de- 
centralized, often without much co-

Graduate Becomes 
Director of Georgia Historical 
Society 


Tony Dees 


Mr. Tony Dees, Class of 1964 has been 
appointed Director of the Georgia His- 
torical Society in Savannah, Georgia. In 
an interview conducted by Gary Mikell, 
which appeared in the Savannah Morn- 
ing News on June 5, 1977, Mr. Dees 
described how his interest in historical 
materials grew. His first professional 
position after completing his library de- 
gree was at Washington and Lee Uni- 
versity Library in Lexington, Virginia. He 
stated, ‘I got my first good taste of work- 
ing with historical material there be- 
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cause Lexington is a very historical area. 
| always considered it my dessert. | 
would get rid of all the other work | had 
scheduled and save working with the 
manuscripts until last. It was my whipped 
cream and strawberries.” Later his in- 
terest deepened when he became a 
cataloger of historical materials at the 
University of Georgia in 1975. He even- 
tually became curator of the Georgia 
Room collection there. 

Commenting on the Society’s hold- 
ings he stated there is an abundance of 
resource material, and is directing a pro- 
gram to provide better bibliographic 
control of the holdings. The previous di- 
rector for 28 years, Mrs. Lilla Hawes, is in 
charge of indexing approximately 1,200 
manuscript collections owned by the 
Society. Volunteer workers from the 
Society's membership are also helping 
index microfilm holdings and photo- 
graphs. Dees aims to index the society’s 
materials in three ways — by subject, 
place and name, so that a “researcher 
will be able to go to the files and find im- 
mediately what we have on a subject.” 
Also, when the indexing is more com- 
plete, the collections will be listed in the 
National Union Catalog of Manuscript 
Collections, making the material more 
accessible to researchers from all over 
the country. There are already about 4,- 
500 people per year visiting Hodgson 
Hall, the home of the Society. 

In addition to organizing and describ- 
ing the current holdings, Dees is con- 
tinuing to build the collection, and it is 
one of his responsibilities as director to 
find the funds to acquire and preserve 
materials. The Society is a private, non- 
profit organization. While the state pro- 
vides for utilities and most staff salaries, 
all purchases of historical data and ef- 
forts to preserve them must come from 
members’ fees and donations. The direc- 
tor also administers Hodgson Hall, 
Supervises the staff and research, 
searches for new material and plans 
society programs. “Plus, | sweep up,” he 
joked. 

“We have enough to keep us busy for 
the next hundred years,” commented 
Dees, placing his work in historical per- 
spective. And from his enthusiasm it ap- 
pears he will be enjoying his “dessert” 
for a long time to come. 


ordination from the Director of Li- 
braries. Kyoto, for example, has 48 de- 
partmental libraries and the director of 
libraries for the central library controls 
only about five percent of the total book 
budget. 


In addition to a concerted effort by 
MONBUSHO to strengthen the col- 
lections, provide reference staffs, im- 
prove operations through computers, 
and promote better library education 
opportunities, there are several develop- 
ments toward better bibliographic con- 
trol. As is true in the United States, 
though, a variety of agencies are in- 
volved in this effort, sometimes with lit- 
tle coordination. The Japan Information 
Center for Science and Technology un- 
der the Prime Minister's Office, the 
National Institute for Japanese Litera- 
ture, the new National Museum of 
Ethnology under MONBUSHO, and the 
National Diet Library (equivalent to the 
Library of Congress) are all involved in 
important bibliographic enterprises. My 
host, Mrs. Atsuko Toyama, Head of the 
Science Information and University Li- 
brary Division of MONBUSHO, is well 
aware of the need for greater coordi- 
nation of bibliographic activity and the 
need for greater resource sharing 
among Japanese Libraries. The National 
Diet Library has used LC MARC tapes 
for quite some time for western mate- 
rials and has developed a Japanese 
MARC for materials printed in Chinese 
characters. 


Were all of my two weeks spent learn- 
ing about Japanese libraries? Not at all, 
though | must confess that | had a very 
busy two weeks, professionally speak- 
ing. | visited four universities in Tokyo, 
one in Osaka, one in Kyoto, and one at 
Tenri, where a famous religious leader 
had used the alms of the faithful to build 
a superb rare book collection. The trip 
from Tokyo to Osaka was made via the 
famous “Bullet Train,” which travels at 
130 miles per hour and leaves Tokyo at 
approximately fifteen minute intervals! 
Public transportation in Japan is ex- 
cellent. In this country there is nothing 
comparable to Japanese train service 
and to Tokyo subway service. 


| had a delightful day of sightseeing in 
Kyoto, where my hosts had arranged for 
me to see the Shugakuin Imperial Villa 
and the Old Capital at nearby Nara. 
There were several trips to Buddhist and 
Shinto shrines, plus performances of the 
famous life-size puppets, Bunraku, at 
the National Theatre. Of course, no for- 
mer ALA president could fail to stop at 
the Japan Library Association, the 
Tokyo Office of the Library of Congress,

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and the National Diet Library. 

However, what may impress the 
alumni more was my second Monday 
evening “free,” when | went down to the 
Ginza (the department store shopping 
section in Tokyo), came across a Mac- 
Donald’s, and had a “Big Mac” with the 
students and workers who frequented 
that American Emporium. After the rich 
dinners and luncheons, the “Big Mac” 
tasted mighty good. As | stood there 
eating this American “junk food,” | 
looked across the street and dis- 
covered that Shakey’s Pizza and Baskin- 
Robbins Ice Cream had also invaded 
Tokyo. 

On the second Sunday | attended 
Protestant services at the Tokyo Union 
Church, an English-language congrega- 
tion near the famous Meiji shrine. There 
were communicants from America, Aus- 
tralia, Great Britain, Southeast Asia, and 
Japan, who came from as many dif- 
ferent denominations. Before services 
began | noticed a number of police as- 
sembling, presumably for a parade. 
However, during the worship services 
sounds intruded from outside where one 
person obviously spoke through a 
megaphone and received the respond- 
ing chants from a large group. One re- 
membered the phrase from the old 
hymn, “where sound the cries of race 
and clan.” Later | learned that this was a 
political demonstration against govern- 


ment policies. 
A number of the older librarians re- 


membered Miss Akers, who, as alumni 
will recall, taught for a year in Japan dur- 
ing the American Occupation after 
World War II. Acting President Hattori, of 
the National College of Librarianship, 
was particularly excited to hear about 
Dean Akers since he had been a student 
in her first class. Akers’ Simple Library 
Cataloging has been translated into 
Japanese and is well known among 
Japanese librarians. | brought back 
some autographs of individuals who met 
Miss Akers during her visit in 1950-51. 

Although my Japanese hosts as- 
sured me that their library situation was 
much behind that of the United States, | 
must confess that | was quite impressed 
by the similarity of our problems. These 
problems exist in a different context, of 
course; but there are some very capable 
persons interested in libraries and in 
new ways to make them more effective. 
Whether | was helpful in that process 
others will have to judge. | can only say 
that | learned much from my Japanese 
colleagues and that my two weeks, while 
exhausting, provided me with one of the 
finest professional and personal ex- 
periences I’ve had. 
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When friends at the Graduate School 
of Library Studies of the University of 
Hawaii heard that | was going to Japan, 
they invited me to spend a week as a 
Visiting Scholar on my way home. De- 
spite delivering five lectures in four days, 
| found my week in Hawaii a wonderful 
climax to my Far Eastern trip. On 
February 22 the alumni of the University 
of Hawaii Library School and the Hawaii 
Library Association held a banquet at 
the East-West Center, where | ad- 
dressed the group on “Library Issues in 
the Seventies.” Alumna Katherine 
Knight, class of 1961, is the past presi- 
dent of the Hawaii Library Association, 
and Sarah Vann, class of 1939, is on the 
University of Hawaii faculty. As did my 
Japanese hosts, the Hawaiian 
colleagues enabled me to visit several 
places of interest as well as to engage in 
stimulating professional exchange. 
Moreover, | had a most pleasant re- 
union with two old college friends whom 
| hadn’t seen since undergraduate days. 

From all this activity, | think | can safe- 
ly say that your dean learned far more 
than he taught. | am grateful to our 
Japanese and Hawaiian colleagues for 
making the month of February an out- 
standing event in my life, and for the 
faculty in Chapel Hill who not only en- 
couraged me to go, but also carried an 
extra load during my absence.

Pennsylvania School Librarians 
Honor Graduate for 
Outstanding Contributions

Alice Pugh Bartz, Class of 1938 anda 
student of Dean Susan Grey Akers, was 
honored last spring by her colleagues in 
the Pennsylvania School Librarians’ As- 
sociation. She received the Outstanding 
Contributor Award on April 28 at the As- 
sociation’s banquet at Seven Springs, 
Pa. Mrs. Bartz is a native of Petersburg, 
Virginia, and is a graduate of West- 
hampton College, University of Rich- 
mond and of the School of Library 
Science of the University of North 
Carolina. She also has done graduate 
work at Drexel and Temple Universities 
and the University of Illinois. She has 
worked in libraries in New York City and 
Philadelphia. Dean Akers accompanied 
Mrs. Bartz to New York City for her inter- 
view with Anne Carroll Moore of the New 
York Public Library for her first 
professional position. 

Cited for her contributions to school 
library media programs Mrs. Bartz is the 
Director of the school library media ex- 
amination and selection center in the 
Philadelphia School District. The center 
has over 50,000 items, and is now fun- 
ded jointly by the School District of 
Philadelphia and the Pennsylvania De- 
partment of Education, and serves the 
five southeastern counties of the state. 

Mrs. Bartz is also a member of the 
Newbery—Caldecott Medal awards 
committee. She was especially cited for 
the workshops, evaluation and con- 
sultative services she provided through 
the years. The nomination for the Award 
stated “throughout even the hard times, 
those of us who needed her help could 
count on a capable, interested, cheerful 
and talented colleague whenever we 
called.” 

When asked which achievements she 
herself considered truly noteworth she 
listed three: 


1. Her inclusion on the committee to 
write the Comprehensive Language Arts 
Program for the state of Pennsylvania. 
This program is available from the 
Pennsylvania Department of Education 
and contains a special section on exem- 
plary library media centers and an ex- 
tensive bibliography. 

2. Her participation in the creation of 
the Faculty Self-Study for Elementary 
Schools which contains a section on 
school library media centers. This study 
is also available from the Department of 
Education. 

3. Her testimony at the Mondale 
hearings on categorical aid to libraries 
under Title IV B. 

At the time of her award Mrs. Bartz 
was noted as a “quiet mover of people” 
who is deeply involved with profes- 
sional concerns. She consistently re- 
fused to believe she had done anything 
special or unusual, but rather just having 
done her job. Thus her modesty re- 
garding what she had accomplished for 
school libraries and librarians was es- 
pecially noted. Underlining this attitude 
was her recent comment to Dean Holley, 
“lam grateful to Dr. Akers for allowing 
me to get my degree as | wanted to 
follow the career of librarianship more 
than anything else in life. | have been 
happy in my professional life and hope | 
have helped others.”

Former Faculty Member 
Passes Away 


Former Assistant Professor Sarah 
Rebecca Reed, a member of the faculty 
of the School from 1952 to 1955, died in 
a tragic accident on June 17, 1978. Miss 
Reed, who was Director of the School of 
Library Science at Emporia State Uni- 
versity, Emporia, Kansas, was aboard 
the Showboat Whipporwill on Pamona 
Lake, near Topeka for dinner and a play 
when a tornado capsized the boat. Two 
of Miss Reed’s colleagues also died in 
the accident. 

Miss Reed was born in Warren, Illinois 
in 1914. She received her A.B. from Cor- 
nell in 1936, her B.S. in Library Science 
from the University of Illinois in 1942, 
and her M.S. from Illinois in 1945. She 
became Director of the Library School at 
Emporia in July, 1975. Previously she 
had taught at several library schools, in- 
cluding Chicago, Denver, Florida State, 
the University of Alberta, and Indiana 
University. During her career of more 
than thirty years she also had served as 
executive secretary of the Library Edu- 
cation Division of the American Library 
Association, secretary of the ALA Com- 
mittee on Accreditation and library edu- 
cation specialist at the U.S. Office of 
Education. In 1968 she received the Beta 
Phi Mu Distinguished Service Award in 
recognition of her many contributions to 
library education. 

In a tribute published in the Septem- 
ber issue of American Libraries, Kathryn 
Renfro Lundy, Professor of Planning and 
Research at the University of Nebraska/ 
Lincoln Libraries, stated: 

Sarah Rebecca Reed exemplified the 

qualities of an outstanding library 

educator. She communicated with 
ease and clarity; she brought to any 
exchange a depth of comparative 
knowledge in the field; and she hada 
questing mind. But there were per- 
sonal traits which distinguished 

Sarah Rebecca. She loved librarian- 

ship and she loved librarians and li- 

brary school students.

Dr. Mildred H. Downing, formerly a 
faculty member at Villanova University, 
has joined the faculty of the UNC School 
of Library Science as Assistant Pro- 
fessor of Library Science.

At Pennsylvania, where Ms. Downing 
held a scholarship in the Annenberg 
School, her dissertation was entitled 
“The World of the Daytime Television 
Serial Drama.” She has published arti- 
cles in the Journal of Communication 
and in psychological journals and has 
published a basic manual, Introduction 
to Cataloging and Classification which is 
now in its third edition. Her current re- 
search is focused on the information 
needs of the deaf. Dr. Downing holds 
membership in Delta Phi Alpha, the 
American Library Association, the As- 
sociation of American Library Schools, 
the American Society for Information 
Science, and the Special Libraries As- 
sociation.

WORKSHOP 
TO BE HELD 


“Integrating Library Media Skills into 
Classroom Instruction” will be the theme 
of a week-long workshop offered by the 
UNC-CH School of Library Science in 
cooperation with the university's Exten- 
sion Division. The workshop will be held 
at the Lincoln Center in Chapel Hill, July 
9-13 and is designed for school library 
media specialists holding at least a 
Media Associate Certificate. 


The purpose of the workshop is to help 
library media specialists upgrade skills 
in the design and evaluation of instruc- 
tional activities and the production of 
appropriate learning materials. The 
program will include demonstrations, 
lectures on learning theory, structured 
exercises to apply an_ instructional 
design model to the construction of a 
library skills curriculum, and laboratory 
sessions to produce materials for use in 
skills instruction. 


A varied, individualized format will be 
used to explore the following questions: 


What are library media skills? 
Who teaches library media skills? 
How can library media skills be 
taught most effectively? 

How can student progress in use of 
library media skills be assessed? 
How are library media skills 
integrated into the curriculum? 
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Resource persons for the workshop 
include: Marilyn Miller, Associate 
Professor, School of Library Science, 
UNC-CH; Karen Gallagher, Media Con- 
sultant, Chapel Hill Public Schools; 
David Jenkins, Instructor, Media De- 
partment, North Carolina State Univer- 
sity; Paul Williams, Media Specialist, 
Durham County Schools; Clara 
Crabtree, Library Supervisor, Durham 
County Schools. 

The workshop will be held at the 
Lincoln Center in Chapel Hill. The center 
has the full range of production facilities 
needed for laboratory sessions. 

Enrollment will be limited to 25 parti- 
cipants so that the individual concerns 
of participants may be addressed. To 
ensure a place at the workshop, 
interested persons are encouraged to 
register by March 30. The registration 
fee of $78 includes cost of consumable 
production materials (excluding film 
and video tape cassettes), all sessions of 
instruction, and four Continuing 
Education Units.
